Gen. Mitchell Making 
Extensive Foreign Trip 


RIG. GEN. WILLIAM MITCHELL, 

U.S.A., Assistant Chief of Air Service, 
having completed his tour of inspection in 
the Hawaiian Islands, left Honolulu on 
Dec. 15, aboard the Army transport 
Thomas. 

Gen, Mitchell’s plans include a visit to 
the Philippine Islands, Japan, China, and 
possibly Australia. These visits are being 
made to complete a survey of possible 
routes for the around-the-world flight now 
contemplated by the U.S. Air Service 
Gen. Mitchell will probably enter interior 
China for big game hunting; concluding 
his trip with a hunting expedition in 
Africa before his return to America. Gen. 
Mitchell will inspect the air stations in 
the Philippine Department and then pro- 
ceeds to China. 

While in Honolulu Gen. Mitchell spoke 
to many civic organizations in the inter- 
ests of the Air Service and aviation gen- 
erally. He also reviewed the Reserve Offi- 
cers’ Training Corps units of Honolulu, 
and in his speech following the review 
Strongly recommended the establishment of 
an air service training un‘t for the Uni- 
versity of Hawaii. 

Of Hawaii he said: “Just as Hawaii is 
now the cross roads of the Pacific for 
Steamer routes, so will she be the cross 
roads of the Pacific for aerial routes with- 
in a few years. I have never seen a place 
better fitted nor more ideal for aviation 
than Hawaii.” 
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Loyalty of Mexican Troops Should 


Determine Obregon Government’s Fate

In 1911 the fall of Porfirio Diaz, as the result of the Madero revolution, caused 
the establishment of the United States border patrol, which has been maintained by 


the Regular Army ever since. 


During the intervening twelve years there have been disturbances of varying in- 
tensity, leading in 1915 to the capture of Vera Cruz by our Navy, and in 1916 to 
the Pershing Expedition into Mexico and the mobilization of the National Guard 


upon the border. 


The present crisis is acute enough to draw attention to the possibility of our 


becoming involved, even against our will. 


HE extent and ultimate outcome of the 
revolutionary movement recently’ inau- 
gurated at Vera Cruz cannot yet be fore- 
cast with any degree of certainty. The 
movement, in its initial phase, purported 
to be in the nature of a protest against 
certain alleged abuses of the Obregon ad- 
ministration. Gen. Obregon is accnsea, 
among other things, of planning the impo- 
sition of Gen. Plutarco Elias Calles as an 
“official candidate’ for the presidential 
succession. The President’s term of of- 
fice is due to expire Dec. 1, 1924, and the 
election of his successor is scheduled for 
July, 1924; but, unless the historical pre- 
cedents are reversed, the outcome of this 
“election” will be quite definitely deter- 
mined in advance of the actual voting by 
the consummation of certain measures in- 
volving control of the electoral machinery. 
However, it is claimed the coming elec- 
tion may be conducted so as to give tie 
voters full opportunity to indicate their 
final preference as between the several 
candidates, and the successful candidate, 
as demonstrated by a fairly conducted clec- 
tion, will be seated. The partisans of 
Gen. Adolfo de la Huerta claim that the 
practical attitude of the Administration, 
as evidenced by acts, expresses the inten- 
tion of Gen. Obregon to impose Gen. Calleh 
upon the Mexican people as their next 
President regardless of the real popular 
wish and by the use, or thrent, of military 
force, if that be necesary to the end. 
For months past there has been much 
pre-election activity accompanied by minor 
disturbances in various places, and on 
Dee. 5 Gen. Guadalupe Sanchez, in com- 
mand of the Federal territorial command 


centering in the seaport of Vera Crvz, 
raised the open standard of revolt, having 
been joined at his headquarters by Gen. 
de la Huerta and various of the latter’s 
supporters. 

Gen. Enrique Estrada, in command of 
the Federal forces in the state of Jalisco, 
with headquarters in the important city 
of Guadalajara, announced promptly his 
support of the revolutionary movement, 
and similar action appears to have ve:a 
taken by a number of other prominent 
army officers, including Gen. Fortunato 
Maycotte, Federal commander in _ the 
state of Oaxaca. 


Regulars’ Loyalty Decisive 


It can safely be assumed that the maia 
determining factors in the outcome of the 
present movement will be found in the ex- 
tent to which it may prove to have the 
support of the peramnent organized mili- 
tary forces of the Federal Government— 
the Mexican regular army and navy—and 
the success that the insurgent military 
leaders may have in effecting unity of 
purpose and command during the critical 
period of the struggle with the Government 
forces. The uncertainty surrounding the 
actual status of the movement is increased 
by conditions incident to probable: censor- 
ship restrictions affecting outgoing dis- 
patches and bv doubt as to the original 
source, Federal or Revolutionary, of the 
information upon which such dispatches 
may be based. 

(Leaving out of consideration for the mo- 
ment the reported more or less scattered 
and isolated revolts, two main revolution-

Coast Guard Cadet 
Service May Count 
for Longevity Pay 


Legal Department Holds 
Right Can Not Be Denied 





HERE are some startling revelations as 

to the right of the Coast Guard for lon- 
gevity pay on account of cadet service in 
a letter from Ansell and Bailey to Lt. 8. 
S. Randall, U.S. Coast Guard. It appears 
that the act of March 4, 1913, depriving 
Navy and Marine Corps officers of credit 
for Academy service does not apply to the 
Coast Guard. The following is the text 


of the letter: 
Jan. 2, 1924. 


Lt. S. S. Yeandle, U.S. Coast Guard, Treasury 

Department, Washington, D.C. 

Sir: 
Your letter Of Dec. 28, 1923, addressed to 
the Legal Department of the Army and Navy 
Journal, has been referred to us for our con- 
sideration and expression of opinion in re- 
sponse to the questions therein submitted. 

The substantial part of your letter follows: 

‘‘In connection with your article on the 
Noce case, which appeared in the issue of 
your journal of Nov. 24, 1923, the following 
questions are propounded with a view to as 
certaining, in your opinion, the effect of such 
a decision for longevity purposes on the pay 
of Coast Guard officers: 

‘*). Are Coast Guard officers who graduated 
from the Naval Academy, prior to 1917, en- 
titled to count their service as midshipmen? 

‘2. Are Coast Guard officers who have had 
service at the Nava] Academy as midshipmen, 
since March 4, 1913, entitled to count such 
service? 

‘*8. Are Coast Guard officers who have had 
service at the Coast Guard Academy as cadets, 
since March 4, 1913, entitled to count such 
service / 

‘*4. Will it be necessary for Coast Guard 
officers to bring separate suits? 

‘*The pay and allowances of cadets of the 
Coast Guard were assimilated with the pay 
and allowances of midshipmen in the Navy by 
the act of July 1, 1918 (40 Stat. 640).’’ ‘ 


In our opinion, and for the reasons which 
we shall briefly indicate, all four of your 
questions must be answered, in a general and 
substantial way, in the affirmative. 

As to the first question: The act of Jan. 
28, 1915 (38 Stat. 800), the organic act which 
created the Coast Guard by way of consolida- 
tion of the Revenue Cutter Service and the 
Life-Saving Service, prescribed its constituent 
elements and constituted it a part of the mili- 
tarv forces of the United States, expressly 
provided that— 

‘‘The commissioned officers, warrant offi- 
cers and petty officers of the Coast Guard shall 
receive ten per cent. increase of pay for every 4 
five years of service, such increase not to ex- 
ceed forty per cent. of the pay of their grade 
or rating, subject to the limitations of exist- 
ing law governing longevity pay.’’ 

And that act further expressly provided— 

‘‘That in computing length of service for 
any purpose, all creditable service in the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Revenue Cutter 
Service and Life-Saving Service shall be in- 
cluded.’’ 

No subsequent legislation contains anything 
to the contrary in respect of this question. It 
is settled both by legislative declaration and 
judicial decision that the cadet midshipmen 
of the Naval Academy are a part of the Navy 
and their service as such is service in the 
Navy. (U.S. v. Perkins, 116 U.S. 483; U.S. 
v. Baker, 125 U.S. 6; U.S. v. Redgrave, 
116 U.S. 474; U.S. v. Cook, 128 U.S. 254.) 
It follows, therefore, that, by reason of the 
express terms of said organic act, there can 
be no question but that officers of the Coast 
Guard are entitled to count for the 
of longevity pay any service creditably per- 
formed by them as cadet midshipmen at the 
U.S. Naval Academy under appointments 
thereto prior to the act of March 4, 1913. 

Your second and third questions, by reason 
of their reference to the date, March 4, 1913, 
carry the suggestion that inasmuch as a he 
vision of the act of that date prohibited 
officers of the Navy and Marine Corps ap-

Bureau Head Reports Need 
of Trained Engineers 


REAR ADM. JOHN K. ROBISON, U. 
S.N., Chief of the Bureau of Engi- 
neering, in his annual report for the fiscal 
year of 1923, makes plain the need of 
trained engineering personnel. : 

“In the combined maneuvers of the Uni- 
ted States Fleet at Panama,” says Adm. 
Robison, “a large number of engineering 
casualties occurred. Some of these were 
due to. insufficient or inexperienced per- 
sonnel, others to defective material, and 
others to faults of design. Until the re- 
liability of the flect’s machinery is com- 
pletely assured, the Navy has not that 
strength which its statistical tables indi- 
cate.” 


Personnel 


In discussing the need of increased 
trained officer engineer personnel, the ad- 
miral says, in part: 

“The shortage of officers in the Navy 
has made it difficult to obtain sufficiently 
qualified officers for engineering duty. 
This has been accentuated by the neces- 
sity for providing personnel for the ships 
building and about to be placed in com- 
mission. The demands on the officer per- 
sonnel for other activities has prevented 
the detail of officers of suitable rank for 
many of the engineering duties afloat. The 
various schools of instruction afloat prom- 
ise to overcome the handicap of inexperi- 
ence, and the results indicate that steady 
progress is being made. 

“The greatest need at present is for the 
younger officers to appreciate the value 
and necessity of engineering duty, and to 
understand that this duty is second to 
none in importance. There is apparently 
a feeling among the junior officers that per- 
formance of engineering duty will act as a 
detriment when they become available for 
selection to higher rank. The Engineer- 
in-Chief has devoted much attention to 
this phase of the subject, and it is believed 
to be without foundation, although there 
is a tendency, now happily diminishing, in 
the case of certain officers who have not 
heretofore appreciated the true measure of 
engineering, to stress the importance of 
other activities offered the naval officer. 
The Commander-in-Chief and others in 
high authority are wholeheartedly second- 
ing this bureau in its endeavor to give 
engineering duty the merit it properly de- 
serves. The great value of the post-gradu- 
ate instruction in engineering is being 
demonstrated continually.” 

Other extracts from the report of Adm. 
Robison follow: 


Maintenance of the Fleet 


It is a pleasure to report that the per- 
sonnel of the fleet, under the competent 
direction of its flag officers, has taken an 
increased interest in engineering matters, 
and that the result of this increased inter- 
est hus been « progressive improvement in 
the efficiency of operation of the machin- 
ery afloat. Although few improvements in 
machinery design have been installed, the 
records of engineering performances com- 
piled in the office of the Chief of Naval 
Operations show an average monthly de- 
crease of approximately one per cent. in 
the quantity of fuel required for a definite 
service, such as a day in port or a mile 
steamed. As long as this healthy im- 
provement continues, there is no reason to 
be discouraged over the engineering situa- 
tion. 

A definite program for the improvement 
of the reliabilty of the fleet has been ob- 
tained from the commander-in-chief. The 
projects ixid down in this program must, 
in most cases, be indefinitely postponed 
on aceount of lack of funds. Through 
continued economies in the administration 
of available funds, money must be found 
to combat the unsatisfactory conditions 
afloat as much as possible. 

Within the year it has been possible to 
undertake but few improvements to secure 
greater reliability and increased economy 
of operation. The engineering appropria- 
tion of 1024 is less than one-half of that 
for 1921. Further major economies in the 
administration are not in sight. Minor im- 
provements are being made as fast as 
possible, but the savings from such im- 
provements are relatively small, and the 
machinery is becoming older every year. 

Great effort has been made to avoid 
waste of funds. For example, old ma- 
terial has been put into service again 
whenever it has been usable for the pur- 
pose required, and whenever it would de- 


crease the drain upon the appropriation 
and upon the Treasury. 


Repir Work 


As in the previous year, continued ef- 
forts have been made to extend the amount 
of work done by the fleet’s repair forces, 
including that of the repair ships and ten- 
ders, as well as of the forces of the ships 
themselves. The, results have been sur- 
prisingly good in spite of the fact that it 
has not always been possibie to keep repair 
ships and tenders up to complement. A 
much larger proportion than ever before 
of all the work of ordinary maintenance 
and repair of the machinery of the Navy 
is to-day being accomplished by the men 
of the fleet without recourse to navy yards, 
except for necessary material. 

There is a fine spirit of economy 
throughout the Service in the handling of 
engineering material. From an inspection 
of various navy yards and vessels, and 
from the reports from the commanders-in- 
chief and force commanders, a general de- 
sire is shown to make every dollar produce 
its maximum for the fitness of the Navy 
as an instrument of the national defense. 


Radio 


The problems of radio afloat are con- 
tinually becoming more important and 
complex, as upon their solution depends 
the directing of the various forces, subdi- 
visions, and units of the fleet required for 
scouting, maneuvering, and fire control. 
There has always been a lack of adequate 
equipment to meet the fleet’s demand for 
reliable and sufficient radio communica- 
tion. The development in radio science 
during, the last few years has effected 
great improvements in the equipment, so 
that it is possible more nearly than ever 
before to fulfill communication require- 
ments. However, the cost of new equip- 
ment is very great, and as much as pos- 
sible is being done to modernize old ma- 
terial, so that the purchase of new ma- 
terial will not be necessary. 





Field Demonstrations Given 
at the Infantry School 


THE Infantry School, beginning Jan. 24 

next, has arranged for thirty-six dem- 
onstrations in conjunction with the vari- 
ous courses which are given at Fort Ben- 
ning. These demonstrations will be for 
the instruction of those students taking 
the advance officers’ course, the company 
officers’ course, and the course for Na- 
tional Guard and Reserve officers, and 
cover practically every phase of modern 
warfare. These demonstrations will con- 
clude on May 16, 1924, which is just prior 
to the commencement exercises of the vari- 
ous courses, 

The Advanced Officers’ course will ex- 
tend from Jan. 24 to April 21, and will in- 
clude instruction in the use of arms and 
tactics of various arms, including Chemi- 
cal Warfare and Tanks. 

The Company Officers’ course will be 
devoted to Infantry in attack and defense, 
with supporting arms and will extend 
from March 15 to April 24. 

The National Guard and Reserve Offi- 
cers’ course, from April 9 to April 12 will 
cover scouting and patrolling; from April 
18 to May 15, from squad to battalion in- 
clusive in attack and defense, while May 
16 will be devoted to Tanks. 





Eclipse Is Photographed 
by U.S. Naval Aviators 


CAPT. BE. T. POLLOCK, U.S.N., super- 
intendent of the U.S. Naval Observa- 
tory. contributes to Popular Astronomy 
for December an article on the total solar 
eclipse of Sept. 10, 1923, observed from 
U.S. Navy airplanes. 

Capt. Pollock states that in accordance 
with suggestions from Col. John Millis, C. 
E., U.S.A., and others, the Naval Obsgerva- 
tory requested the Navy Department to 
have photographs of the eclipse made by 
aviators from the Naval Air Station at 
San Diego, Calif. The Mexican govern- 
ment granted permission for the American 
aviators to fly over Mexican territory. 
Stations were occupied at six points near 
the northern edge and one near the south- 
ern edge, and also at Point Loma and at 
La Jolla. 

The arrangements were in charge of 
Capt. A. W. Marshall, U.S.N., commander 
Aircraft Squadrons, Battle Fleet. His re- 
port and copies of the photographs secured 


have been received at the Naval Observa- 
tory. Unfortunately, the weather condi- 
tions were unfavorable. Partly for that 
reason and partly, doubtless, due to the 
inherent difficulties of making such ob- 
servations from airplanes, the photographs 
do not seem to be of value scientifically. 

The aviators took their stations at alti- 
tudes varying from 5,000 to 16,500 feet. 
They were all struck with the beauty of 
the corona, and with the impressive on- 
rush of the shadow, which was described 
as resembling the approach of a dark 
thunder storm. 





Ordnance Department’s 
Enlisted Strength Given 


S of Dec. 29, 1923, there were 28 mas- 


ter sergeants, 228 technical sergeants 
and first sergeants, 28 staff sergeants, 174 
sergeants, 246 corporals, 529 privates Ist 
class and 1,122 privates enrolled in the 
Ordnance Department, which included not 
only those units stationed in the United 
States, but those in the Philippines, Ha- 
waii and Panama. This is a total of 2,355 
exclusive of 48 Philippine Scouts who 
form the 12th Maintenance Co. stationed 
at the Manila Ordnance Depot. 

Since March 31, 1923, there have been 
six master sergeants who have been placed 
on the retired list, and it is estimated that 
there will prebably be tifteeu or twenty 
men of this grade who will retire next 
year. There have been eleven retirements 
in the grade of technical sergeant since the 
above mentioned date and approximately 
fifty sergeants who have been either pro- 
moted, retired or discharged within the 
period since March 31, 1923. 

The first five technical sergeants on the 
eligible list for promotion to the next 
higher grade are: Charles Davenport, An- 
drew Duncan, George W. Coombes, Rich- 
ard W. B. Happer and Perry W. Good- 
man. All of these five men are demoted 
master sergeants. 


Corps of Civil Engineers 
Needs Larger Personnel 


‘¢7T has been clearly demonstrated,” says 
Rear Adm. L. E. Gregory, U.S.N., 
Chief of the Bureau of Yards and Docks, 


in his annual report for 1923, made pub- 
lie this week, “‘that the strength of the 
Civil Engineer Corps, based on 2 per cent. 
of the number of line officers, is inade- 
quate to provide sufficient officers to satis- 
factorily handle the work of the bureau. 
The bureau realizes that an attempt to ob- 
tain Congressional action with a view to 
increasing the percentage would necessar- 
ily take too long a time to provide imme- 
diate relief. Ef, however, the policy of the 
{epartment is not to allow staff corps te 
increase their strength to a percentage 
exceeding that which obtains in the quota 
of line officers, the bureau strongly recom- 
mends that immediate steps be taken to 
obtain from Congress an increase in the 
percentage of officers allowed the Corps of 
Civil Engineers, and feels that the per- 
centage allowed should be not less than 3 
per cent. of the numbér of line officers. At 
this point the bureau desires to eall atten- 
tion to the fact that its work covers ac- 
tivities for the Marine Corps as well as 
the Navy, a fact that is taken into con- 
sideration in the Medical Corps but not in 
the Civil Engineer Corps. Other duties 
extraneous to those of the Bureau of 
Yards and Docks are performed by officers 
of the Corps of Civil Engineers. 

“For example, certain officers are de- 
tailed to duty in connection with the con- 
struction of hospitals for the Veterans’ 
Bureau; treaty engineers in Haiti and 
one civil engineer as adviser to the minis- 
ter of public works in Santo Domingo. 
The first detail mentioned is on request of 
the President, and the treaty engineers of 
Haiti and fulfilling the requirements of the 
existing treaty between the United States 
and the Republic of Haiti. It is not be- 
lieved that they should be removed from 
the duties now assigned in order to detail 
them to strictly Navy billets. Further- 
more, the duties performed by these offi- 
cers have been such in the past as to re- 
flect considerable credit on the Navy. 

“At this time the bureau strongly re2- 
ommends that it be permitted to fill the 
existing vacancies in the Corps of Civ‘l 
Engineers and that it be allowed to con- 
duct the necessary examination to fill the 
thirteen vacancies that will exist on Nov. 
13, 1923.”

branches associated therewith; (b) functions ¢ 
division and corps commanders; (c) organiz.

3. Duration of Course—This course will cove 
a period of three months, beginning March 15 
and ending June 15, 1924.

d. Field engineering (16 hours): A review 
of the methods employed in map making and 
map Yeading, and field fortification to include 


hasty intrenchments and the organization of the 
ground for defensive purposes. 

e. Tactical principles and decisions (87 
hours): Tactical principles »f war as applied 
to infantry and cavalry divisions and the corps, 
tactical decisions and the methods of imparting 
same, general tactical functions of larger units, 
organization of the ground by divisions and by 
corps. 

f. Command, staff and logistics (20 hours): 
The duties and functions of division and corps 
commanders, the duties and functions of divi- 
sion and of corps staff officers, the operation and 
utilization of the intelligence system in the divi- 
sion and the corps, troop movement and supply 
of divisions and of corps. 

g. Methods of training (10 hours): Methods 
of training applicable in peace and war in divi- 
sions, corps and corps areas, and the means 
and methods of training as applied to the com- 
ponent parts of the Army of the United States. 

h. Map maneuvers* (64 hours): Maneuvers 
of units from the brigade to and including the 
corps. 

i. General terrain exercises* (36 hours): A 
general review of the entire course. 

Total hours, 321.

ary groups stand out in relief. One, hav- 
ing its nucleus in the forces that first re- 
volted at Vera Cruz, has advanced along 
both the railroad routes leading from Vera 
Cruze to Mexico City. 

One of the railroad routes, the Mexican 
Railway, passes via Cordoba, Orizaba and 
Esperanza and enters the capital from 
the north of Lake Tezcoco. A branch runs 
from Apitzaco station southward to Pu- 
ebla. The other -route, the Interoceanic 
Railway, passes via Talapa and Perote to 
Oriental, where the road branches, one 
tine turning southward to Puebla, the 
«ther continuing more nearly westward. 
These two branches unite again near the 
station of Irola on the Mexican Railway, 
the line then passing around the south end 
of Lake Tezcoco to the capital. 

The other :naia rebe! group, under com- 
mand of Gen. Enrique Estrada, is report- 
ed as having advanced eastward from 
Guadalajara, threatening the district in- 
eluding tie strategic railwevy centers of 
Penjamo, Irapuato, Celaya and Queretaro. 
A Federal concentration at Irapuato has 
been reported. Early in 1923 steps had 
been taken toward the establishment of a 
training and ec »rcentration camp near that 
city, the important railroad junction where 
the only line to Guadalajara and west 
coast joins the trunk line leading from 
the northwest plateau region (and El 
Paso) to Mexico City. This camp was 
probably established as a precautionary 
measure to meet just such a contingency as 
has now arisen. Up to October, 1925, only 
two or three battalions had been collected. 

Control of Iropuato and Penjamo means 
control of railroad communications between 
the Federal capital and central Mexico, on 
the one hand, and western and northwest- 
ern Mexico on the other. Occupation of 
Celaya similarly involves control of all 
railroad communications from the capital 
to the United States border at Laredo and 
to all northwestern Mexico, including the 
cities of San Luis Potosi, Tampico, Sal- 
tillo, Monterey and Matamoras. This 
area also contains all the developed de- 
posits of coal and oil upon which the coun- 
try is dependent for fuel. At Queretaro 
the two trunk lines leading from the capi- 
tal to El Paso and Laredo, respectively, 
come together. This city, the neck of the 
bottle formed by all of Mexico to the north 
and west of it, has always been an impor- 
tant center in Mexican civil wars; it was 
there that the ill-fated Emperor Maxi- 
milian made his final stand against the 
forces of Juarez and met his death in 
front of a firing squad in June, 1867. 


Actual Strength Unknown 


Nothing definite is known regarding the 
relative numerical strength of the four 
main groups, two federal and two rebel. 

The total active army of Mexico com- 
prised, shortly before the recent outbreak, 
about 7,700 officers and about 57,000 en- 
listed men. The navy, except for a few 
hundred marines (serving ashore as in- 
fantry) was almost negligible as_ to 
strength of personnel, the few vessels be- 
ing small, poorly manned and armed. Of 
the total active army before mentioned, 
deduction of the various War Department 
and other personnel not serving with 
troops brings the resulting total down to 
about 4,400 officers and about 55,000 en- 
listed men. This total of something like 
60.000 officers and men was, in the fall of 
1923, distributed to thirty-five separate 
territorial commands called “Jefaturas.” 

The Jefatura having the largest compo- 
nent of troops was the 10th, correspond- 
ing to Gen. Guadalupe Sanchez’s command 
comprising Vera Cruz state, and included 
a little over 500 officers and 6,000 men: 
the second largest component was that of 
the 1st Jefatura. corresponding to the Fed- 
eral district, with about 350 officers and 
about 4,500 men; the third largest was the 
22d Jefatura, corresponding to Gen. May- 
cotte’s command in Oaxaca, with about 
273 officers and about 3.200 men; and so 
on down to the least numerous component, 
that of the northern district of Lower 
California, with only about forty officers 
and about forty-five enlisted men. The 
normal garrisons in the Federal district 
and immediately adjacent states that have 
apparently remained loval to date (Mex- 
ico, Morelos, Puebla. Tlaxcala, . Hidalgo. 
Queretaro and Guanajuato) aggregated 
approximately 1,200 officers and 16,000 
men. 

On the basis of the above normal peace- 
time distribution, the Federal forces about 
the capital have the initial advantage of 
interior lines, good communications, accessi- 
bility to the military supplies concentrated 
at the capital and numerical superiority 
in the forces immediately available. 


How Mexican Loyalty Shifts 


Sudden and unexpected changes in the 
attitude of troops and their leaders are no 


novelty in Mexican civil wars. Victoriano 
Huerta (who has no connection with 
Adolfo de la Huerta) was, successively, the 
trusted man of both Porfirio Diaz and 
Francisce Madero and was in command of 
the latter’s troops in Mexico City up to a 
few hours before he suddenly shifted his 
allegiance and brought about Madero’s fal] 
and death. Obregon, Calles and Adolfo de 
la Huerta, all of whom took part in the 
revolt against Carranza, were at one time 
numbered among the latter’s ardent sup- 
porters, Obregon having been Carranza’s 
Secretary of War. 

Guadalupe Sanchez was the trusted 
commander upon whom Carranza deperided 
to cover his flight to Vera Cruz in 1926. 
instead, Sanchez turned suddenly on Car. 
ranza, placed his troops across the rail- 
road in front of the latter’s train and 
brought about the situation that resulted 
in Carranza’s death a few days later. Gen, 
Estrada was long one of President Obre- 
gon’s most trusted advisers and was for 
more than a year Secretary of War and 
Navy in the Obregon cabinet. 

The truth is, that a great many officers 
and men are probably doubtful as to their 
ultimate attitude, and not without reason. 
One of the commonest justifications ad- 
vanced for the revolt that led to Carran- 
za’s fall and death is the allegation that 
Carranza was planning to “impose” Bo- 
nillas as his suecessor, much as Obregon 
is now charged with attempting in the 
ease of Calles. Practically all of the sen- 
ior and many of the junior officers hold 
their present positions only as a result of 
having joined Obregon in that revolt. 

Many of the same officers survived as 
such during Carranza’s régime only be- 
eause they had previously joined the First 
Chief in his revolt against Viictoriano 
Huerta; a good many of these had simi- 
larly held on to their commissions through 
Huerta’s régime only because they had 
promptly shifted with him when he turned 
in the midst of actual fighting in Mexico 
City against his chief, Madero; while the 
revolutionary histories of some of the 
same officers probably extend back even 
to the revolt against Diaz that ultimately 
brought Madero to the presidential chair. 

It is “hardJy to be expected that men 
with a succession of past experiences of 
the above kind on their records should re- 
gard rebellion as anything specially start- 
ling or repugnant. Many of them will 
doubtless watch carefully to see which way 
the cat appears to be pointed and will be 
on their toes to jump quickly in the direc- 
tion that looks most promising both for 
holding their respective jobs and for evad- 
ing a firing squad—a procedure that, in 
the past, has usually been liberally em- 
ploved by the winning side. 

The first important clash is apt to throw 
considerable light as to the drift in atti- 
tude of officers and men. 

Present uncertainties as to the final is- 
sue in no way affect the unquestionable 
fact that the revolt now in progress is the 
most serious menace that the Obregon ad- 
mniistration has had to face in its three 
years’ tenure of office. That period has 
been marked by many other revolutionary 


disturbances, some of which haye gottea 
into the press of the United States, while 
others have been characterized by little 


noise beyond that attending their ill-judged 
brief eruption and the subsequent reports 
of the rifles of the firing squads that 
marked their close. They were of many 
types and widely distributed; but all were 
relatively minor and local and none in- 
volved the regular army on any consider- 
able scale. 

The present case is fundamentally dif- 
ferent in that there are now in open re 
bellion commanding generals of 
the principal military commands, followed 
by their troops; that practically simulta- 
neous movements have takea place in nu- 


some ol 


merous and widely separated localities: 
and that. over ten days after the inaugu- 
ration of the movement, the rebel leaders 


appear to be in indisputed possession 
the principal seaport (Vera Cruz) and of 
the second city in size of the republic 
(Guadalajara) and to be thre atening the 
capital and its communications with the 
rest of the country. 

The primary mission 
generally been the maintenance 
tic tranquillity rather than preparation 
for waging war with other nations. So 
long as it remained loyal, it was quite ade- 
quate to fulfil this mission under present 
cenditions, though in no sense a modera 
army from the World War standpoint. 
The bulk of its strength has been in re- 
cent months composed of nearly equa 
components of cavalry and infantry. SuD- 
plemented by a few poorly trained and 
equipped field artillery units. an inade- 
quate air service and some hundreds 0! 
machine guns and automatic rifles s- 
tributed to the infantry and cavalry units. 
Its auxiliary services are, in general, very 
deficient and its supnlv service, transnor- 
tation service and field communicatio2s 
are almost wholly lacking. 
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WHEN General Pershing returns from 

Europe, a study for a ten year pro- 
gam for the development of the Army of 
the United States under the National De- 
fnse Act will be submitted to him for his 
spproval. This is the study which has 
heen referred to quite frequently in these 
columns. The General Staff has been 
working on it for about two months, and it 
is said to have the approval of the Deputy 
Chief of Staff and the Assistant Chiefs of 
Staff. 

It has been pointed out that a study 
setting forth what should be done each 
year in the way of appropriations and for 
the three components of the Army of the 
United States is a logical development of 
the budget system as well as sound military 
principle. The program, it is stated, will 
extend through a period of ten years. It 
will not only take into consideration per- 
sonnel problems but those of supply. It 
will call for industrial preparedness as 
well as plans for the mobilization and 
training of the man power of the nation. 


Ten-Year Program in Departments 


HE Navy has taken a step in this direc- 

tion in the report recently issued for a 
ten years’ development of its naval bases 
and shore stations. It is stated that the 
Secretary of the Treasury is now prepar- 
ing a ten-year program worked out by the 
Army Engineers for rivers and harbors. 
Every bill for a river and harbor improve- 
ment that is introduced in Congress, and 
there are thousands of them every year, is 
referred to the War Department or more 
properly to the Chief of Engineers. If it 
is in line with the River and Harbor pro- 
gram, it is approved by the River and Har- 
bor Board. The River and Harbor Com- 
mittee very rarely makes a favorable re- 
port on a bill which is not approved by the 
Army Engineers. It must be provided for 
in the River and Harbor program. 

Since the abandonment or rather the 
completion of the 1916 program under “the 
Limitation of Arms T'reaty, the Navy has 
had no comprehensive program which ex- 
tends into the future. The General Board 
has made a study for a building program 
but it has not been published as a policy 
of the Navy Department. The General 
Board is now studying the personnel prob- 
lem but nothing in a concrete form which 
can be understood by the friends of the 
Navy outside the Service has been promul- 
gated; nothing except the ten-year naval 
base and naval station program. 


Would Rehabilitate the Land Forces 


A GENERAL policy of course is provid- 
ed for in the amended National Defense 
Act. This provides for the Army of the 
United States with its three components, 
but how it should be built up to meet the 
conditions of the country as they will de- 
velop from year to year has not been out- 
lined in any official document that has been 
issued by the War Department. 
President Coolidge and Secretary Weeks 


have both announced that the limit has 
been reached in the reduction of the 
strength of the Army and Navy. Former 


President Harding, in discussing the budg- 
et. declared that the time was approaching 
when the end of the policy for reducing 
appropriations would be reached. With 
these declarations from such high sources, 
the General Staff is justified in submitting 
to Congress a comprehensive plan for re- 
habilitation of the land defenses of the 
nati\n. The same policy should be adopted 
by the General Board in submitting a pro- 
gram for the Navy. 


Demand More Non-Coms 


BOUT a week or ten days before Con- 

gress adjourned, the National Guard, 
Reserve Officers, and a number of large 
colleges and military schools made known 
their interest in the bill to increase the 
number of non-commissioned officers for the 
Regular Army. Quite a number of college 
Dresidents, National Guardsmen and Re- 
serve officers came to Washington and in- 
terviewed their representatives in Congress’ 
They explained how important it was to 
the different training activities of the Reg- 
ular Army to have the high type of non- 
commissioned officers for service with the 
National Guard, R.O.T.C., and the Organ- 
zed Reserves. 

But this effort came too late. Formor 
Representative Stafford and a number of

other anti-preparedness members had forc- 
ed the bill into a place on the calendar that 
it was impossible to get it before the 
House before adjournment. Mr. Staf- 
ford did this by objecting to the bill on 
three occasions and the Military Commit- 
tee was not reached in the call of commit- 
tees. Aside from this, there was a filibust- 
er just before adjournment. 


If the supporters. of this measure want 

to avoid the dangers of another develop- 
ment of this character, it is not now too 
early to become active. The bill, which 
will be introduced. immediately upon con- 
vening Congress, has a strong indorsement 
from the War Department. Chairman 
Kahn of the House Military Committee, 
and the ranking member, Representative 
McKenzie of Illinois, are interested in the 
bill and will push it. 
_ “I think,” said Mr. McKenzie, “that it 
is one if not the most important bill that 
the War Department has submitted. We 
are going to try to get it on the calendar 
this session in time to prevent its defeat in 
the jam that usually occurs at close of the 
session. Last session, we had a majority 
for the bill and I think we will have it in 
this Congress.” 

Mr. McKenzie did not ‘say that he and 
the other friends of the bill need help from 
the outside. This would bs a violation of 
Congressional courtesy, but nevertheless 
those who realize what this means in the 
development of training activities of the 
Regular Army should hold up their hands 
to Mr. McKenzie. The Regular Army it- 
self does not need these extra non-commis- 
sioned officers. It is the National Guard, 
the Organized Reserves and R.O.T.C. that 
need their services. ‘There should be more 
non-commissioned officers than the tactical 
organizations of the Regular Army require. 
Men of the type that are needed for the 
training activities cannot be obtained 
without the legislation which is recom- 
mended by the War Department. 





For Enlarged Coast Guard 


IX the proposed increase in the strength of 

the Coast Guard the hope is expressed 
that consideration should be given to the 
other functions of the Guard aside from 
the enforcement of the Prohibition block- 
ade. Rightfully, the Administration has 
decided to turn this work over to the Coast 
Guard. The Navy is not organized and 
equipped for such patrol work. It would 
interfere with the efficiency of the Navy to 
assign it to this duty. The war organi- 
zation of the fleet must be maintained in 
time of peace if it is to be always ready 
for an emergency. 

For a century, the Coast Guard, former- 
ly the Revenue Cutter Service, has been 
combating smugglers. It has maintained 
an organization for this purpose. It also 
in time of peace is constantly employed in 
rescue work for the Merchant Marine. It 
is a life-saving service afloat. The Rev- 
enue Cutter Service has a remarkable war 
record while functioning as a part of the 
Navy. This is too well known to need any 
review at this time. 

Then the logical thing to do in framing 
the program is to take into consideration 
the rescue work of the Coast Guard and 
its wartime functions, as well as what is 
expected of it in the enforcement of a 
blockade against rum runners. Only re- 
cently, all of the twenty coast guard cut- 
ters were employed in assisting merchant- 
men in distress, leaving the entire coast 
open to rum runners. It is apparent that 
if it is to take care of its work in stormy 
seasons and at the same time even make 
a gesture at maintaining a prohibition 
blockade, the number of ships must be 
doubled. 


Coast Guard Ships Should Fit in Navy 


‘THIS is the program that is now before 

the Bureau if the Budget as a supple- 
mental estimate. The new ships should be 
of a character that they will fit into the 
Navy in the event of war. The naval au- 
thorities should be consulted so that they 
can fit into wartime organization of the 
Navy both in the character of the ships 
and in armament. It is understood that 
the Bureau of the Budget is being urged to 
authorize the construction of twenty sea- 
going cruiser cutters. They should be at 


least of ‘the gunboat type if not light 
cruisers. 

Without considering the question of in- 
crease in the number of ships, the fleet of 
cutters needs replacements.. There are 
only four modern cutters in the Coast 
Guard at present. One of the cutters is 
over fifty years old and several others have 
been in active service for over thirty 
years. The fleet of twenty ships of this 
character is inadequate to patrol the coast 
line of ten thousand miles. 

No personnel bill has yet been submitted 
to Congress. It is understood that it has 
not been written and will not be until the 
Bureau of the Budget has approved the es- 
timates for the ships. In all probability, 
the bill will provide for an increase of 144 
officers and 3,000 men in the Coast Guard. 
The officers will be distributed in the dif- 
ferent grades according to the present per- 
centage. 





Would Keep Pershing on Active List 


I CAN remember when my father re- 

ferred to General Grant as the “butch- 
er.” He had just returned from the Civil 
War and was still wearing his blue ¥g 
overcoat. I also can recall when he 
threatened to desert the Republican Party 
because it did not give General Grant the 
third nomination. History will show that 
the soldiers of every war as a class, pass 
through this mental state. The soldiers 
of the Civil War, after the years had 
passed by, made merry of the “Graybacks” 
which infested them in the trenches. The 
time is not far distant, and in fact, is 
about to arrive when the soldiers of the 
World War will boast of having had 
cooties. 

The bill keeping General Pershing on the 
active list after he has reached the age of 
retirement is very apt in this next session 
to prove a test for the sentiment of the 
soldiers of the World War. I will be in- 
terested to observe whether they are still 
lingering in the period in which my father 
was when he referred to General Grant 
as a “butcher,” or whether they are ap- 
proaching the time when they think that 
there is nothing too good for the “Old 
Man.” ‘There is not much doubt in my 
mind that if General Pershing would have 
attended the first national convention of 
the American Legion, he would have 
been hissed. At least his reception would 
have been cold. General Pershing could 
not complain at the ovation that he was 
tendered at the Kansas City convention of 
the American Legion. And no one would 
be more welcome and receive a greater 
ovation than Gen. Pershing if he should 
attend the next American Legion conven- 
tion. 

There may be opposition to the bill to 
keep General Pershing on the active list 
as recommended by Secretary Weeks, but 
I do not believe it will come from the 
veterans of the World War. In my 
opinion most of the veterans now see why 
General Pershing had to drive the A.E.F. 
to win, and appreciate what he is now try- 
ing to do to prevent the re-enactment of 
the scenes of the last war growing out of 
the unpreparedness of the country. Sec- 
retary Weeks is not asking much for the 
Commander of the A.E.F. He is only 
asking that General Pershing be given an 
opportunity to continue his great work in 
building up the Army of the United States. 





Reorganization of Government Depart- 
ments 


EARINGS were started on January 

2 before the Joint Congressional 
committee of which Senator Smoot is 
Chairman on the bill for the reorganiza- 
tion of the departments of the Federal 
Government. President Coolidge has in- 
dicated his disapproval of the proposition 
of the consolidation of the War and Navy 
Departments, so that the Services have no 
fear of this development. 

There however, are still a number of ob- 
jectionable features in the bill as it will 
come before the committee. Among them 
are the absorption of the Coast Guard by 
the Navy and the transfer of the Hydro- 
graphic Office and the Naval Observatory 
from the Navy Department to the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. These recommenda- 
tions were made by those who have not 
studied the real work of the Coast Guard,

‘the Naval Observatory, and the Hydro- 


graphic Office. They appear to be duplica- 
tions on paper but they are not in reality. 

The present situation as to the enforce- 
ment of the Prohibition blockade is the out- 
standing objection to the absorption of the 
Coast Guard by the Navy. The Coast 
Guard has a distinctive function in time 
of peace which cannot be performed by the 
Navy. It is organized for its work and 
would not fit in with the Navy in peace 
time. In war it has and will 1 Food be a 
valuable auxiliary for the Navy. 

But the bill is far from being enacted 
into law. Several controversial questions 
have already arisen before the hearings 
have opened. There are supporters, and 
influential ones at that, of the proposition 
for the creation of a department of mines. 
If the bill should be reported to the Senate 
or House with a Department of Mines ia 
addition to a new department of welfare, 
the machinery of the Government would 
become more complicated and the cost of 
its maintenance increased. This would be 
the death knell of the proposition for the 
reorganization of the government. 


Filling Vacancies for General Officers 


WHEN the War Department on Nov. 2 

announced the appointment of a list 
of general officers it failed to fill a vacancy 
in the grade of brigadier general. Brig. 
Gen. Henry A. Bandholtz was promoted 
to fill the vacancy resulting from the re- 
tirement of Maj. Gen. Edward F. Me- 
Glachlin. Brig. Gen. William H. Hay 
was named to fill the vacancy created by 
the retirement of Gen. Bandholtz. Brig. 
Gen. Walter H. Gordon was appointed to 
fill the vacancy created by the retirement 
of Maj. Gen. Hay on account of physical 
disability. 

This created three vacancies in the grade 
of brigadier general. Col. Charles J. Sym- 
onds wag given the vacancy created by the 
promotion of Gen. Bandholtz and Col. Le © 
Roy S. Upton the vacancy created by the ° 
promotion of Gen. Hay. 

Practically every colonel who was a gen- 
eral officer during the war has been recom- 
mended for the vacancy. ‘There is scarce- 
ly a day when some Congressman at the 
request of his constituents does not come 
up to fhe War Department and recommend 
a colonel. The veterans of the World War 
are very active. Many of them are inter- 
ested in the promotion of their former 
commanders. They are showing a wonder- 
ful spirit of loyalty to and admiration for 
their former commanders and without any 
request from the Regular Army officers are 
enthusiastically supporting their choice for 
the vacancy. 

The Secretary of War on Jan. 2 an- 
nounced that he had selected Col. William 
P. Burnham to fill the vacancy in the 
grade of brigadier general existing since 
the promotion of Gen. Gordon on Nov. 7. 
But this only temporarily relieves the pres- 
sure upon the War Department, as Gen. 
Burnham will retire on Jan. 10. 





Civil Employment of Retired Officers 


AN effort will be made by the Navy De- 

partment at this session to secure @ 
repeal or a modification of the provision 
of law under which retired Navy officers 
are not permitted to accept employment 
from concerns which do business with the 
government. Congress cannot consistent- 
ly refuse to accept the recommendations 
of the Navy Department. 

This statement is based on the assump- 
tion that Congress is willing to give Navy 
officers the same treatment that is accord- 
ed its own members. Some of the most 
influential and valuable members of Con- 
gress are interested in concerns which do 
business with the government. Members 
frequently resign to accept such employ- 
ment. They are selected on account of 
the abilities that they have displayed in 
Congress and no one in or out of Congress 
questions the propriety of such arrange- 
ments. 

Aside from this, as mentioned in these 
columns last week, members of both houses 
have contracts on the Chautauqua lecture 
circuits. It is often the prominence which 
they gain in Congress which makes them 
attractive for the Chautauqua circuits. 
There is no objection to this, but it does 
appear that Congress should be willing to 
apply the golden rule in dealing with 
members of the military and naval estab- 
lishments. 

It is good business for the government 
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to employ in either the civil or military 
establishments men who are in demand in 
private enterprises. Successful business 
men, the leaders of the bar, and men promi- 
nent in all the professions should be sent 
to Congress. The more men of this char- 
acter there are in Congress, the better gov- 
ernment the country will have. Such men 
cannot sacrifice all of their business to 
serve in Congress. ‘They must be allowed 
certain privileges and there is no inten- 
tion to protest against it here. 

From the standpoint of the government, 
it is unwise to restrict the efforts of re- 
tired Army and Navy officers. They 
should be permitted to take part in the 
business of the country and keep in touch 
with its industries. During the World 
War retired officers in both Services who 
were engaged in private business immedi- 
ately came forward and offered their ser- 
vices. They were more valuable in indus- 
trial mobilization and important assign- 
ments than if they had been idle during 
their period of retirement. Instead of be- 
ing restricted by law, retired officer should 
be encouraged to seek employment while 
on the retired list if they are physically fit. 


Service Appropriations in Sub-Committees 


OTHER than an explosion resulting 
from the announcement of the verdict 
fn the courts-martial cases of the wrecked 
destroyers, the testimony before the War 
Department and Navy Department sub- 
Appropriations Committees has been pro- 
gressing very satisfactorily. It is reporte 

that Chairman Madden of the Appropria- 
tions Committee participated in the dis- 
eussion of the reports on the courts-martal. 
His questions and the questions of some of 
the members of the Navy Department sub- 
committee indicated that the verdict of 
the court will be brought up in the House 
during the discussion of the Navy appro- 
priatons. : 

It is stated that there is nothing in the 
questions asked either by the members of 
the War Department sub-committee or the 
Navy Department sub-committee that indi- 
cates a desire to cut the estimates. Tow- 
ever, the sub-committees maintain this at- 
titude throughout the hearings in the last 
session of Congress. What will come out 
of the secret session of the sub-committees 
of course will not be known until the re- 
port is made public a day or so before thie 
bills come on the floor of the fflovse 


Chief Constructor Reports 
Navy Personnel Shortage 


IN his annual report for 1923 as Chief 

of the Bureau of Construction and Re- 
pair, Rear Adm. J. D. Beuret, U.S.N., Chief 
Constructor, states that the shortage 
which is most acutely felt at the present 
time is in the number of experienced na- 
val constructors. The retirements have 
reduced the number of such officers, while 
the demands have inerensed, The comple- 
tion of che training of the officers now in 
the corps and the resumption of recruit- 
ing by transfers from the line, now that 
the Construction Corps is below its au- 
thorized percentage as compared with the 
line, will result in a gradual improvement, 
and no additional remedial measures are 
required.” Other extracts from the re- 


port follow: 
Construction and Design 


A large rumber of studies have been 
made of yessels of various types which 
were under consideration by the general 
board, inctuding light cruisers, submarines, 
gunboats for Chinese river service, and 
airplane carriers, several of which studies 
have been carried to the extent of making 
complete model tests. Studies have also 
been made of a self-propelled barge for 
landing troops and artillery and of a self- 
propelled floating dry dock to» accompany 
the fleet to an advanced base. 

Preliminary studies have been made for 
such modernization of the 13 battleships 
preceding the Tennessee class as is per- 
mitted under the treaty for the limitation 
of naval armament, those for the New 
York and Texas hav:ng been carried to 
considerable detail. 

Plans, specifications, and lists of ma- 
terial requirements to facilitate the rapid 
conversion in an emergency of vessels listed 
by war plans are being prepared as rapidly 
as the limited force available will permit. 


Tests 


Experiments on armor gratings and 
model deck targets have been and are be- 
ing continued in conjunction with the Bu- 
reau of Ordnance. Also, further tests of 
model caissons to determine the effect of 
submarine explosions are under way. An 





extensive series of tests of riveted joints 
is being conducted in co-operation with 
the Bureau of Standards. 

Acceptance tests of the Sperry stabilizer 
on the Osborne have been completed. Ac- 
ceptance tests of the Norden stabilizer on 
the Humphreys have also been made. Cer- 
tain improvements in the original installa- 
tion have been added and further trials 
are to be undertaken. 

Two caissons designed to permit access 
to the propellers of destroyers without 
placing the vessels in dry dock have been 
eonstructed, and the preliminary reports 
indicate that they will prove of value, par- 
ticularly in the case of destroyers operat- 
ing from an advanced base. 


Submarines 


Throughout the year the bureau has 
continued the work of bringing submarines 
subsequent to the N class up to date. Work 
is proceeding on the O and R classes and 
on the S-1 to S-30 as rapidly as funds 
available will permit. 

On submarine S-1 an experimental in- 
stallation, consisting of a water-tight pres- 
sure-proof tank for stowing a small air- 
plane, has been completed and is ready 
for test. 

Special attention has been devoted to 
the development of improved auxiliary ma- 
chinery for submarines. Plans for a noise- 
less trimming pump have been prepared 
and manufacture started, and plans for 
other auxiliary machinery are in prepara- 
tion. 

The use of corrosion-resisting steel for 
parts subject to the action of sea water 
and requiring maximum strength practica- 
ble is being extended. The satisfactory 
use ‘of this material for periscope tubes has 
led to more extended application. 


Airplane Stowage and Handling 


The installation of catapults for the 
launching of airplanes from battleships 
and light cruisers is proceeding. A new 
type of installation has been authorized 
for the New Mexico on which work is 
proceeding, but the installation of which 
is not yet under way. 


Ventilation 


Apparatus for purifying and cooling the 
air compartments which it is expected to 
seal against the possible entrance of pois- 
onous gases has been installed on several 
battleships, and this installation will be 
made standard as soon as experience in 
service permits developing a satisfactory 
design. 


Ship-Bottom Paint 


The investigation of the fouling of 
ships’ bottoms and the most effective 
means to adopt for its prevention, to which 
reference was made in the last report, has 
been continued throughout the year, with 
the co-operation of the Bureau of Fish- 
eries and the Chemical Warfare Service. 
In general, the work has followed the 
same lines as for the preceding year, and 
in addition the manufacture of paint in 
accordance with two formulas’ which 
showed to advantage in the preliminary 
tests has been undertaken for more exten- 
sive trial on ships in service. 





Largest U.S. Fleet to 
Hold Exercises at Sea 


ECRETARY DENBY announced the 
various subdivisions of the United 
States Fleet had been ordered to sail from 
their home ports on Jan. 2, rendezvous at 
sea, and proceed south for the winter ma- 


neuvers. 

The Fleet which will assemble’ under 
the command of Adm. Robert E. Coontz 
will be the largest ever mobilized by the 
Jnited States Navy. It will include: 
Battleships. 15; light cruisers, 4; destroy- 
ers, 63; submarines, 11; airplane carriers, 
1; airplane tenders, 1; aircraft, 87; de- 
stroyer tenders, 4; submarine tenders, 3; 
mine force, 5; and train vessels, 33. (Re- 
pair ships, fuel ships, hospital ships, tar- 
get ships, ammunition ships and tugs.) 

The Battle Fleet, under Adm. S. S. 
Robison, flagship California, will sail from 
west coast ports. The California, New 
Mexico, Maryland, Idaho, Arizona, Ne- 
vada, Mississippi. Texas and New York 
will leave San Pedro together while the 
Pennsylvania and Tennessee will join later 
in the Caribbean. The light cruiser 
Omaha, two destroyer tenders and thirty- 
two destroyers will join the battleships off 
San Diego. 

The aircraft tender Aroostook, the sub- 
marine tenders Beaver, Ortolan and Wid- 


geon and eleven submarines of the “S” type 
will also sail from San Diego. 

From the Atlantic coast the following 
units of the Scouting Fleet, under Vice 
Adm. N. A. McCully, will leave their home 
ports and join at sea: Wyoming, flag- 
ship; Florida, Arkansas and Utah; two 
destroyer tenders and thirty-one destroy- 
ers, the light cruisers Richmond and Mil- 
waukee and the balloon ship Wright. 

The transports Henderson and Chau- 
mont will sail about noon from Quantico, 
Va., carrying the Marine Corps expedi- 
tionary force of 3,600 men, who are to 
participate in the maneuvers in Panama 
and on Culebra Island. 

The Navy Wepartment wishes to call 
attention to the mail address of all vessels 
which are leaving for the south. Until 
Jan. 13 all mail for these vessels should 
be addressed “Care Postmaster, New Or- 
leans, La.” After that date, “Care Post- 
eae New York city (Varick street sta- 
tion).” 





71st Inf., N.Y.N.G., Is

Y.N.G., Col. J. H. Wells, at its armory in 
Manhattan. 

The command made an elegant display 
before a large and enthusiastic audience, 
and Gen. Dyer was naturally highly im- 
pressed with the display, and he did not 
mince his words in saying so. 





BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 


S. 848, Mr. Robinson.—Army Bands—That 
from and after date of approval of this act the 
position of bandmaster created for chief musi- 
cians of the bands now authorized by law fon 
Cavalry, Artillery, Infantry and Corps of Engi- 
neers, U.S.A., shall have rank, pay and allow- 
ances of second lieutenants of Cavalry, and shall 
be entitled to same benefits in respect to pay, 
emoluments and retirements arising from lon- 
gevity as are applicable to second lieutenants 

Sec. 2. Aforesaid bandmasters, upon being 
recommended by the Secretary of War, may be 
appointed by the President, by and with advice 
and consent of the Senate. Sec. 3. All laws 
or parts of laws that conflict with this act are 
hereby repealed. 

S. 1559, Mr. Ransdell.—To create the Inland 
Waterways Corporation for the purpose of carry- 
ing out the mandate and purpose of Congress 
as expressed in Secs. 201 and 500 of the Trans- 
portation act, and for other purposes. 


H.R. 496, Mr. Haugen.—To advance to grade 
of major general upon retired list a colonel, 
U.S. Army, retired,“who during the World War 
served as Chief of the Air Service, A.E.F., who 
thereafter was detailed in charge of the Division 
of Military Aeronautics, Aviation Section, Sig- 
nal Corps, U.S.A., and who served in grade 
of major general as Director of Military Aero- 
nautics, U.S.A., and member of the Aircraft 
Board. 

H.R. 514, Mr. Lineberger.—That the specially 
meritorious medal provided for in the act of 
March 3, 1901, for officers and men of the 
Navy and Marine Corps who served in the war 
with Spain is hereby extended to include those 
officers and men of the Navy and Marine Corps 
who served in the war with Germany and were 
given a “special letter of commendation” for 
specially meritorious service otherwise than in 
battle. The medal to be of appropriate design 
and have a ribbon of red with a narrow stripe 
of yellow in the center. to distinguish it from 
the ribbon of the French Legion of Honor and 
the present Navy Good Conduct Medal. The 
red ribbon of the present Navy Good Conduct 
Medal shall have a narrow stripe of white in 
the center, corresponding to the blue stripe in 
the center of the red ribbon of the Marine Corps 
Good Conduct Medal, to distinguish it from the 
plain red ribbon of the French Legion of Honor. 
That a campaign badge or medal of suitable 
design, with an appropriate ribbon, be issued 
to all officers and men of the Navy and Marine 
Corps who served afloat overseas during the 
war with Germany between April 6, 1917, and 
Nov. 11, 1918. 

H.R. 515, Mr. Lineberger—That the last 
proviso of Sec. 1 of Chapter XVII of the act for 
support of the Army approved July 9, 1918, 
shall be amended to read: “And provided 
further, That any officer so eligible who fails 
to pass the physical examination by reason of 
disability incurred in line of duty shall be re- 
tired with the rank, pay and allowances of a 
first lieutenant of the Medical Corps.” 

H.R. 552, Mr. Rogers of Massachusetts—To 
amend the act approved March 1, 1911, to pro- 
tect the dignity and honor of the uniform by 
adding: “Sec. —. That hereafter no proprietor, 
manager, or employee of a theater or other pub- 
lic place of entertainment in any State shall 
make or cause to be made any discrimination 
against any person lawfully wearing the uni- 
form of the Army, Navy, Coast Guard, or Ma- 
rine Corps of the United States because of the 
uniform. and any person making or causing to 
be made such discrimination shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor, punishable by a fine not exceed- 
ing $500.”

Washington Ties Navy in Spectacular 
Football Game on the Pacific Coast 


FTER traveling clear across the con- 

tinent to face the University of Wash- 
ington’s eleven at Pasadena, Calif., the 
football team from the Naval Academy 
saw certain victory snatched from it in the 
last few minutes of play on Jan. 1. A 
Navy error paved the way to a _ touch- 
down, and the Tournament of Roses game 
ended in a tie at 14-14. 

Navy was leading 14-7, and seemed to 
have the game well in hand, when the 
“break” came in the last period. The mid- 
shipmen had the ball on their own 27-yard 
line, when Matthews snapped it back and 
Barchet leaped to the left to take it. There 
seemed to be a mix-up in signals, because 
the oval went far to Barchet’s right. 

Petrie, the Washington tackle, came 
charging through the Navy line and fell 
on the pig-skin, and it was Washington’s 
ball on Navy’s 12-yard line. Three times 
the midshipmen held, but a forward pass 
on the fourth down scored the tying touch- 
down. 

The Westerners tried for a goal from 


placement from the 32-yard line a few min- 
utes later, but failed to score. 


Navy Attack Brilliant 


Navy’s speed and the variety of her at- 
tack gave her the edge throughout the 
contest. Quarterback McKee played a 
very heady game, alternating the famously 
effective short Navy pass and a newer, 
longer one with telling effect and with be- 
wildering rapidity. 

Shapley, Cullen and Barchet all starred 
in the attack, but Shapley and Cullen 
were the outstanding members of the ag- 
gregation. Both of them were hurling or 
receiving passes with great abandon. The 
midshipmen simply ran wild with their 
aerial attack in the early stages of the 
game, while 48,000 frenzied spectators 
looked on. 

Washington provided the first thrill 
when she held the charging Navy forwards 
on her own three-yard line and piled up 
the backfield behind them for four succes- 
sive times, taking the ball on downs and 
kicking out of danger. 

Navy scored on the very first play of 
the second period, which began with the 
ball on Washington’s 22-yard line. Mc- 
Kee passed 17 yards to Cullen, who romped 
across the goal line, 5 yards away, for the 
first touchdown. McKee kicked goal. 


Washington Scores 


The Western eleven came back with 
bewildering suddenness in the same period, 
because of a poor kick and a long pass. 
Carney’s kick-off only went ten yards, and 
a few minutes afterward a 35-yard pass 
from Abel to Dubois placed the ball on 
Navy’s 28-yard line. Wilson broke through 
center on the next play and raced across 
the ‘goal line, Sherman kicking - in the 
extra point. 

The midshipmen promptly rallied and 
their bewildering passing carried the ball 
down the field in short order. Taking the 
ball on the 40-yard line, McKee hurled a 
long 28-yard pass to Cullen, who raced on 
to Washington’s 8-yard marker. Shapley 
hurled a 4-yard pass, hit the line for two 
yards, crashed center for one, and then 
threw another short pass to McKee for 
the touchdown, McKee also kicking the 
extra point. 

Not content with a seven point lead, the 
men from Annapolis resumed their attack 
without delay, starting on their own 35- 
yard line after the kick-off and driving 
down to Washington’s 16-yard marker, 
where a pass was intercepted and the 
Westerners kicked out of danger. 

Navy took the ball in midfield and Bar- 
chet raced 15 yards, attempting a field 
goal from his own 38-yard line a few min- 
utes later. He failed. Washington took 
the ball and kicked and the midshipmen 
resumed their attack, finally losing the 
ball on downs on the 20-yard line. Wash- 
ington then tied the score on the fumble. 


The Game 


Washington won the kick-off, and Mc- 
Kee received the ball on his own 15-yard 
line, running back to the 26-yard marker 
before he was stopped. Both teams ex- 
changed punts, as a result of which the 
Navy held the ball on its 15-yard line. 


McKee promptly hit the line three times 
for first down, crashed center for three 
yards and hurled a 14-yard pass to Cullen. 
McKee then hit the line for two and 
tossed an 8-yard pass to Taylor, who 
fumbled, but Carney recovered. Shapley 
then took the ball to Washington’s 14- 
yard line, and passed to Cullen for a gain 
of eight. Shapley hit the line and Wash- 
ington held three inches from the goal. 
McKee, Shapley and McKee again all 
were stopped for no gain. 

Ziel punted to McKee on the 35-yard 
line. Two short passes, McKee to Brown 
and McKee to Shapley to Taylor, netted 
seven yards, and another to Taylor put 
the ball on the 22-yard line. 


Second Quarter 


A pass, McKee to Cullen, gave Navy 17 
yards and Cullen raced across for the 
touchdown. McKee kicked goal. 

Carney kicked off ten yards to Bryan. 
Wilson gained three yards, and Abel 
hurled a 35-yard pass to Dubois, placing 
the ball on Navy’s 23-yard line. Wilson 
broke through on the first play and ran to 
a touchdown. Sherman kicked goal. 

Washington kicked off and Shapley re- 
turned to his 25-yard line. Navy could 
not gain through the line and Cullen 
punted to midfield. Washington was pen- 
alized 15 yards for roughness, but Tesrau 
made 25 around left end on a fake criss- 
cross. Wilson made 12 yards by hitting 
the line three times, but could not gain 
further and Navy took the ball. 

McKee made first down on two tries on 
his own 44-yard line and a pass, Devens 
to Cullen, gained eight yards. Cullen then 
punted to Abel on his 20-yard line. Abel 
kicked back to the 40-yard marker. 

McKee passed 28 yards across the line 
to Cullen, who raced on to the 8-yard 
marker. Shapley hit the line twice and 
hurled two short passes for the touchdown, 
which McKee scored. McKee kicked the 
point. 

Navy kicked off and Washington worked 
back to midfield, where she kicked. Shapley 
went 12 yards around end, placing the ball 
on the 38-yard line. He was replaced by 
Barchet as the period ended. 


Third Quarter 


Abel kicked off 25 yards and Washing- 
ton held Barchet. McKee punted to the 
19-yard line. Navy held and Wilson 
kicked to her 33-yard marker.

Three plays failed, but on the fourth down 
Abel tossed a 9-yard pass to Bryan, who 
crossed the goal line unmolested. Sher- 
man kicked goal. 

Washington kicked off and Navy failed 
to complete two passes, Cullen punting ‘to 
midfield. Ballinger replaced Cullen. Wash- 
ington kicked and McKee was downed on 
his 31-yard line. Line play carried the 
ball to the 42-yard line, where Walters in- 
tercepted McKee’s pass. 

Abel tossed a 21-yard pass to Wilson 
and Washington was threatening again. 
Navy’s line held under pressure and Ziel 
was rushed into to try a kick from place- 
ment on the 32-yard line. His attempt 
failed. 

Navy took the ball on her own 20-yard 
line and relied on straight line play until 
the whistle blew. The end of the game 
found Navy holding the ball on her own 
38-yard line.

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Bureau of Navigation Asks 
for More Officers and Men 


APM. THOMAS WASHINGTON, U.S. 

N., Chief of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, in his annual report for 1923, issued 
this week, points out, among other things, 
the absolute necessity for an increase in 
the number of commissioned officers; also 
petty officers and their enlisted personnel. 
He likewise stresses the need of providing 
better berthing and messing accommoda- 
tions aboard ships. Below will be found 
extracts from some of the more essential 
features of the report. 


Better Quarters Needed Aboard Ship 


The bureau is constantly receiving calls 
for more men for both ships and shore 
stations, which, owing to the limited num- 
ber allowed by law, cannot be met. In 
this connection it is pertinent to invite 
attention to the fact that whereas many 
new developments and improvements have 
been made in the material of our ships, 
none of these improvements may be classed 
as tending to reduce personnel, but on the 
eontrary such additions and developments 
almost always, if not invariably, call for 
more personnel to operate them uatil the 
number of men now necessary to fully 
complement most of our ships has become 
so large that the men can no longer be 
comfortably berthed on board. While 
these additions to the material have’ great- 
ly tended to increase the efficiency of the 
vessel, and particularly the combatant ves- 
sels, yet no increase of berthing and mess- 
ing accommodations have in general been 
made on these vessels since they were first 
commissioned ; the result, therefore, neces- 
sarily being that these vessels are in gen- 
eral overcrowded as to berthing and neces- 
sary accommodations. 

Increase of material battle efficiency has 
been advanced without considering and 
making those changes in the material of 
the ships which are necessary in order 
that the personne! efficiency due to crowd- 
ed living coaditions on board may not be 
adversely affected by the improvements 
otherwise made in material. 

This is a matter which the bureau feels 
should receive much more consideration 
from the Deparfment, as well as from the 
officers concerned, in the future than it 
has in the past, and that when any new 
device is to be placed on our ships the 
question of the effect on the enlisted men 
should receive first consideration. 

It is recommended that the Department 
consider the advisability and possibility of 
increasing the accommodations for enlisted 
men on all vessels where such may be 
necessary. ° 


Shortage of Officers 


There still exists a shortage of officers. 
and it is particularily felt at the close of 
this year in the grade of lieutenant. The 
establishment of a junior class at the War 
College increased the number of officers on 
duty there, and the inerease in the num- 
ber of midshipmen of the new first Class 
has made it necessary to send an addi- 
tional number of officers to the Naval 
Academy. ‘The great difficulty of this di- 
vision is that there is no reserve of officers 
on which to drgw. Every officer is either 
assigned to a definite duty or else he is a 
student pursuing a course of prescribed 
length. It is believed that it would be 
impracticable to establish any waiting list 
upon which to draw in case of need, but 
plans might be made in advance so that 
the necessary number of officers could be 
allocated to each activity. The operating 
force plan is based on the number of en- 
listed men and is usually too expansive for 
the number of officers available for sea 
duty. 

The Service is very short of machinists 
and the number of petty officers applying 
for examination for this rank was very 
disappointing. The impression prevails 
that these petty officers prefer to transfer 
to the Fleet Reserves when they become 
eligible instead of accepting appointments 
as warrant officfiiers. Modification of the 
qualifications of those considered eligible 
to take the examination for warrant offi- 
cers have been made to meet the existing 
conditions. Congress should be requested 
to amend the present pay laws by which 
men appointed from the enlisted ratings 
to warrant grades lose the benefit of their 
longevity service. They should receive the 
benefit of all service. At present, in many 


eases eligible chief petty officers accepting 
appointments as warrant officers are re- 
duced materially in their rates of pay, 
which is a very great detriment to such 


competent and desirable men being ap- 
pointed. 

Owing to the large number of subma- 
rines to be in commission during the next 
fiscal year, it was found necessary to or- 
der officers to submarine duty, thus depart- 
ing from the former custom of assigning 
officers to this duty at their own request. 
The small number of applicants for avia- 
tion duty suggests that a similar proced- 
ure may have to be adopted for this ser- 
vice, but it is believed that such a step 
should be taken only as a last resort on 
account of the hazards of flying. 


Enlisted Personnel 


Approximately 30,000 recruits were en- 
listed to provide replacements for the un- 
usually large number of short-term enlist- 
ments expiring during the year and losses 
from other causes, including deaths, retire- 
ments, desertions and discharges for de- 
pendency, underage and disciplinary pur- 
poses. This number, however, was actual- 
ly 3,000 short of requirements, for at the 
close of the fiscal year there were only 
883,185 men in the Navy. A serious prob- 
lem presented itself in absorbing 30,000 
inexperienced men during the course of the 
year in the complements of vessels com- 
prising the force operating plan which 
provides 58,000 men afloat. 

At the close of the fiscal year 1923 over 
5,000 vacancies actually existed in the 
petty officer ratings. While it is believed 
that this situation will adjust itself in 
time, until the non-rated men now in train- 
ing for the more responsible and technical 
ratings have qualified on board ship for 
advancement little improvement can be 
expected. The training and rating of petty 
officers must be carried on extensively by 
the forces afloat to meet this acute short- 
age, as the trade schools, with the limited 
number of men which can be allocated 
thereto, provide but a small percentage of 
the petty officers needed. 


Injustice to Long Service Men 


“T desire,” says Adm. Washington, “to 
invite attention to the apparent injustice 
caused by a recent decision of the Comp- 
troller General which prohibits counting 
for longevity pay purposes service ren- 
dered as a temporary and reserve commis- 
sioned or warrant officer in the eases of 
those men who subsequently reverted to 
their former enlisted status. By accept- 
ing temporary or reserve commissions and 
warrants during the war these men of long 
service now find tl@mselves deprived of 
benefits which they would have been enti- 
tled to had they not aecepted the added 
responsibility which they willingly assumed 
in an emergency. 

“As a result, men of identical service 
are receiving beaefits which are not given 
to this highly deserving class of men, un- 
der the ruling that commissioned or war- 
rant service as a temporary or reserve offi- 
cer may not be counted in the computation 
of enlisted service, despite the fact that 
the act authorizing the appointment of 
temporary officers during the war specific- 
ally provided that they would not lose 
thereby any rights, benefits or privileges 
to which they would otherwise be entitled. 
I earnestly recommend that legislation cor- 
recting this apparent injustice be submit- 
ted for consideration at the next session 
of Congress.” 


Naval Reserve Force 


Legislation which will materially in- 
crease the efficiency of the Naval Reserve 
Force has been prepared and is now ready 
for presentation to the next Congress. It 
is earnestly recommended that this legisla- 
tion be pushed and it is hoped within the 
fiscal year 1924 it will become a law. 

The co-operation on the part of the vari- 
ous welfare organizations, churches and 
religious leaders has been most gratifying. 
Duplication of effort has absolutely dis- 
appeared and the finer spirit of helpfulness 
is everywhere apparent. Particularly is 
this true with the Army and Navy Young 
Men’s Christian Association, whose secre- 
taries and buildings for the use of our 
men are found in every large naval center. 
It is good to know that the building at 
Bremerton, Wash., is to be enlarged and 
a fine new building erected at San Diego. 
Calif. These will contribute much to the 
contentment of the men in the Pacific Fleet. 

Most helpful co-operation has been given 
this office by the General Committee on 
Army and Navy Chaplains of the Federal 
Council of Churches of Christ in America 
and by the Archbishop of New York and 
his representatives, who represent . the 
Protestant and Catholic churches, respec- 
tively, in all matters pertaining to the 
chaplains of the Army and Navy. Their 
aid is most valuable in every way in pre- 
serving the interest of the churches in the 
work of the chaplains, and particularly in 
securing the best men for the corps, 


Gen. Hugh A. Drum, U.S.A., 
Reviews 13th C.A., N.Y. 


““ APY NIGHT” was celebrated by the 

13th Coast Defense Command, N.Y. 
N.G., Col. Sydney Grant commandizg, in 
its armory in Brooklyn, N.Y., on Dec. 28, 
by a review by Brig. Gen. Hugh A. Drum, 
Gen. Staff, U.S.A., who made a special 
trip from Washington to receive the honor. 
The general is particularly well known to 
coast artillerymen of the National Guard 
and Organized Reserves in the 2d Corps 
Area, where as commander of the 2d Corps 
Artillery District, with headquarters at 
Fort Totten, he did so much to advance 
practical instruction in coast artillery 
work for the National Guard and Reserves 
without involving too much time off from 
their business. 

The 13th Coast Defense Command, too, 
has been one of the most earnest support- 
ers of the one-Army scheme, and has al- 
ways heartily co-operated with the Regu- 
lar Army. Gen. Drum, during the even- 
ing, witnessed a very fine and diversified 
display, and at its conclusion stated that 
the excellence pf the exhipition well paid 
him for his long trip. 

The program consisted of calisthenics by 
the second fire command; coast defense 
exhibition, with 4- and 8-inch guns and 12- 
inch mortar; intercompany three-quarter- 
mile relay race for teams of four men each ; 
infantry drill by a provisional company, in 
close order. there being one platoon from 
each of the three fire commands. 

Next followed an interesting and in- 
structive machine gun and searchlight ex- 
hibition by a detail of Regulars from the 
62d Artillery (A.A.), U.S.A., from Fort 
Totten. This regiment is under command 
of Col. C. H. Hilton, who is always anx- 
ious to co-operate in instruction work. 
Two powerful searchlights under command 
of Capt. Ryan sent their beams aloft to 
demonstrate how they would spot an en- 
emy’s aircraft, and then the automatic 
machine gun, using blank cartridges, in 
charge of Capt. McConville, showed how 
it would open up on enemy aircraft as 
soon as it was spotted. Evening parade 
given by the 3d Fire Command under Maj. 
C. S. Gleim, and the review of the regi- 
ment under Col. Grant by Gen. Drum 
eoncluded the military program. During 
the parade Capt. G. S. Comstock was pre- 
sented with a medal for twenty years’ ser- 
vice, and Capt. D. S. Young with a medal 
for ten years, Gen. Drum making the for- 
mal presentation. 

Gen. Drum was accompanied from 
Washington by Mrs. Drum. I+. Perry 
Smith, U.S.A., who was aid to the general 
when he was in command at Fort Totten, 
acted as his aid during the review. Other 
officers from the Regular Army present in- 
cluded the following: Col. G. G. Heiner. 
commanding the 2d Coast Artillery Dis- 
trict, who recently arrived from Hono- 
lulu; Col. C. Gerhardt and wife; Col. E. 
Kimmel, Lt. Col. G. O. Hubbard and wife, 
Lt. Col. E. H. Wagner, Maj. M. M. Kim- 
mel, Maj. T. H. Jones and wife, Maj. C. 
B. Ross, Maj K. F. Baldwin, and Maj. B. 
aeatz from West Point. The above offi- 
cers acted as an honorary staff to Gen. 
Drum during the review. Col. William A. 
Taylor, N.Y.N.G., who was in command 
of the 106th Infantry in France, was also 
among the guests. 





U.S.S. Hannibal Is Making 
Soundings in Cuban Waters 


HE U.S.S. Hannibal, Capt. E. C. S. 

Parker, has arrived at Isle of Pines, 
Batabano Bay, south coast of Cuba, to 
begin the season’s work of making a navi- 
gational chart of those waters. 

The Hannibal is equipped with the re- 
cently perfected sonic depth finder, which 
facilitates the taking of soundings of great 
depth. The device, operated by sound 
which is sent out and reflected back from 
the bottom of the ocean to a receiver, the 
time elapsed from the sending of the sound 
and its return to the receiver measures the 
depth of the water. A great number of 
soundings may thus be taken in a very 
short time as contrasted with the old deep 
sea lead, which required hours to make a 
single sounding. 

Another advantage of the sonic method 
is that the vessel may take soundings 
while steaming at full speed. 

The airplanes of the Scouting Fleet will 
work during the season in co-operation 
with the Hannibal and make complete 


aerial photographs, of the area which the 
Hannibal is surveying. 

A peculiarity of great value is that 
shoal spots under water become visible to 
airplanes at considerable altitude and there- 
fore show up on the photograph. A study 
of the photograph indicates the location of 
deep water channels and facilitates their 
early development. It is expected that 
the Hannibal will remain in Cuban waters 
until July 1, 1924. 





Eight Army Officers Attend 
Harvard Business Course 


As a result of the recent conference held 
between the Assistant Secretary of 
War, the assistant dean of the Harvard 
School of Business Administration, the 
chief of the supply branches of the Army 
and the Finance Department, eight Army 
officers have been selected to attend this 
course beginning Feb. 1, 1924. It is de 
sired to send these officers to the school 
for the purpose of educating them so that 
they may develop a concentrated course in 
business administration that might be 
available in one manner or another to a 
large number of officers of the Army. The 
course covers a period of two years.

U.S.S. Colorado Off on a 
Cruise to European Waters 


HE new U.S. battleship Colorado, with 

a full complement of 1,403 officers and 
men, under the command of Capt. Regi- 
nald R. Belknap, U.S.N., left the New 
York Navy Yard Dec. 29 for a six weeks’ 
cruise to European ports. Shore leave 
will be given at Portsmouth, Cherbourg, 
Naples and Gibraltar, with sufficient time 
for the men to visit London, Paris and 
Rome. 

The first few days of the cruise will be 
used as a “shakedown” cruise to test the 
four Westinghouse 8,000-horsepower prt 
pelling motors, electrical control and nv 
merous other electrical apparatus that 
make the U.S.S. Colorado one of the most 
efficient super-dreadnoughts of the US. 
Navy. The cruise will end at New York 
about the middle of February.

U.S.S. Dixie and Arkansas 
Give Funds to Help Needy 


HROUGH the generosity of the crews 

of the U.S.S. Arkansas, whose home 
port is New York, and the U.S.S. Dixie, 
whose home port is Philadelphia, the needy 
widows or families of three enlisted men 
of the Navy and Marine Corps formerly 
serving aboard those ships were made hap- 
py on Christmas Day, 1923, by means of 
good dinners, and one old seaman and his 
grandchildren were made happy by a good 
dinner on New Year’s Day. 

These dinner funds were derived from 
the interest from the U.S.S. Dixie Christ- 
mas fund of $300 sent to the ARMY AND 
NAvy JOURNAL in June, 1922, by Comdr. 
W. V. Tomb on behalf of the Dixie before 
she was placed out of commission when in 
command of Comdr. W. V. Tomb. The in- 
terest on the fund in 1923 amounted to $18. 

The U.S.S. Arkansas provided a fund of 
$150, the yearly interest of which now 
amounts to $9. The Arkansas fund was 
sent to the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL in 
1922 when Capt. Stanford E. Moses was 
in command of the ship. 

Miss Bessie I. Patterson, executive sec; 
retary of the Philadelphia chapter of the 
American Red Cross, 1607 Locust street, 
at the request of the ArMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL, expended the money from the 
Dixie fund. It was used in buying din- 
ners for a widow with two small children, 
the husband and father of whom died Jast 
September. He had served on the U.S.S. 
Minnesota. Another dinner was provided 
for two little children whose father, a sea- 
man second class, died April 3, 1920, and 
who are now being kept by their grand- 
mother. The mother of the children de- 
serted them shortly before their father died. 
The third donation from the fund was used 


to relieve the needs of the widow of a 
marine who died Sept. 3, 1923. 

Miss Margaret P. Wright, secretary New 
York Auxiliary, Navy Relief Society, Navy 
Yard, New York expended the money from 
the U.S.S. Arkansas fund. She found a 
very needy case in the person of a man 80 
years of age who served ten years in the 
Navy and three years in the Army and 
who receives only $6 per month pension. 
‘He has three grandchildren, aged eleven, 
nine and five, who are supported only by 
the small earnings of his daughter, and 
all are forced to live in‘a wretched place. 
They were treated to a dinner on New 
Year’s Day. 





Desertions from U.S. Navy 
Increase During 1923-1924 


ECRETARY OF THE NAVY DENBY 
in a recent letter invited the attention 

of all flag officers and commandants of 
naval districts to the increasing number of 


desertions from the Naval Service, in the 
hope that some action might be taken to 
materially reduce the number of deser- 
tions for the fiscal year 1924. 

“This hope,” he says, “has not been 
‘realized; on the contrary, the number of 
desertions has increased. The Bureau of 
Navigation has repeatedly placed this situ- 
ation before the Service and has requested 
comment and recommendations from flag 
and commanding officers. The numerous 
replies were analyzed and such corrective 
measures as were possible put into effect. 
In spite of every effort little or no reduc- 
tion in the rate of desertions is apparent, 
as will be seen from the following table:

“The maximum number of desertions 
takes place during the first six months of 
service, averaging 45 per cent of the total; 
for the next six months the percentage 
falls to 19% per cent., in other words, of 
the total desertions 64% per cent. take 
place in the first year of enlistment. 

“The loss to the Service through deser- 
tions with its demoralizing effect is of 
vital concern to every officer of the Navy, 
and the Secretary directs that every effort 
be made to correct the present unsatis- 
factory condition.”

The stage setting for the sketch was 
very effective, and the Christmas scene de- 
picted was most realistic. The entertain- 
ment committee comprised Chaplain H. E. 
Rountree, Mimes. A. G. Walker, C. S. Stub- 
len and H. J. Ziegemeier. More than 500 
children received fruits, candies and toys, 
under the direction of Santa Claus. imper- 
sonated by Chief Foster of the Navy Yard 
Fire Department, who entered by way of 
the chimney. Christmas carols were sung 
by the boys’ vested choir of Christ Episco- 
pal Church, Norfolk.

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THE SERVICE AND CIVILIANS 


HE last effort during 1923 to use the 

Army or the Navy of the United States 
as a reformatory was made in Kansas 
City, Mo. A notorious police character, 
who has been arrested more than one hun- 
dred times; positively identified by the 
victim of a hold up as the man who robbed 
him, was acquitted by a jury, which rec- 
ommended that he join the Army or the 
Navy. 

The frequency with which similar at- 
tempts are made to force upon the Army 
or Navy men of a character such that 
they could not be enlisted under the law, 
shows that, unfortunately, among many 
citizens of the country there is a complete 
misunderstanding as to the character of 
men in our Regular Services. 

Such attempts to foist criminals upon 
the Services are quite in line with the 
opinion too often expressed by women’s 
societies, and even by some men interested 
in boy organizations, that entering the 
Army or Navy must lead,to the acquisi- 
tion of those evil habits which come from 
evil association. 

Tracing back through history the prin- 
ciples upon which the Government of the 
United States is founded, the evidence is 
cumulative and conclusive that if we are 
consistent in our devotion to these, prin- 
ciples, bearing arms is a right and a privi- 
lege only accorded to citizens in good 
standing, and never a punishment inflicted 
upon those whose standing is questionable 
or lost. 

One of the disadvantages in having 
Army posts and training camps in out of 
the way localities is that due to the diffi- 
culty of reaching them they cannot be 
used, to practically demonstrate to the peo- 
ple at large, and particularly to the moth- 
ers of growing boys the benefits accruing 
from service. 


‘THE constant use by the National Guard 
of their armories, generally in the cen- 
ters of population, for all sorts of exer- 


cises and entertainments which attract 
both sexes of all ages, is one of the main 
reasons for the recruitment of this force 
and its constant increase. 

The efforts made by the Military Train- 
ing Camps Association, through its county 
chairmen and other civilians intimately as- 
sociated with their own communities, and 
through the visitors’ days held at the 
various summer camps to bring about a 
true understanding, are gradually making 
themselves felt throughout the country and 
decreasing the opposition of parents to 
their sons attending these camps. 

The cleanliness, orderliness and disci- 
pline of the class rooms, dormitories and 
dining rooms of the military schools of the 
country, as seen by parents on their visits, 
undoubtedly are largely responsible for the 
steady increase in the Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps. 

No personnel is more carefully looked 
after than the personnel of the Regular 
Services. However, the public, as a whole, 
has no conception of what is done. Their 
ideas too often are based on prejudices in- 
herited through generations, dating back to 
the period of mercenary armies in Europe, 
made up not of decent citizens, actuated 
by patriotic motives, but of the wilder ele- 
ment of the population, ready to fight for 
whomever paid them, and always ready to 
seize every chance for disorder to profit at 
the expense of the peaceful citizenry. 

Failing universal service, the ignorance 
which leads to such court decisions as that 
made in Kansas City can only be met by 
an unremitting campaign on the part of 
all interested. 

Justice to the Services demands this. 
Public morality, being founded upon re- 
spect for the law which necessarily must 
embrace respect for those whose duty it 
is to enforce it, also necessitates it. 











ORDER OF INDIAN WARS 


OMBAT' with the armies of other civ- 

ilized people make up the war history 
of every army. Our Army besides its 
share of ‘these has successfully gone 
through periods of combat of which the 
characteristics have been so different from 
those obtaining in ordinary warfare as to 
set them apart in a class by themselves. 
Our Indian wars constitute one such 
period and the Philippine Insurrection 
another. 

Wars with Indians have been a part of 
our history from the earliest Colonial days 
until three decades ago. They formed a 
practically continuous chapter in the his- 
tory of our Army since the formation of 
its first units. Such wars are more inti- 
mately interwoven with the history of 
our country than any other single series 
of events affecting it. 

The extent of the Indian War period 
makes it of more importance than the rela- 
tively short combat one embraced in the 
Philippine Insurrection and the fight to 
subdue the Moros. 

Probably more than half of the officers of 
the Army to-day have participated in com- 
bats in the Philippines. The number of 
officers on the active list who participated 
in Indian fighting is dwindling so rapdly 
that the time is not far distant when the 
chapter which is, in many ways, most in- 
teresting and certainly the most extensive 
in the history of our Army will have been 
closed forever. 

The Military Order of the Indian Wars 
of the United States, made up of partici- 
pants in these stirring events, furnishes the 
only living link with this glorious chapter 
of our military history. 





N effort is being made by its command- 
er, Brig. Gen. E. J. McClernand, re- 
tired, not only to bring into its ranks 
every officer, who through participation in 
Indian campaigns is entitled to member- 


ship; but to interest every officer of the 
Army that the opportunity which still 
exists may not be lost of collecting from 
those who know by personal participation, 
the historical events and military lessons 
of these wars. 

The Nation, as a whole, has taken part 
in our big wars. Year after year, in the 
periods from the Revolutionary War to 
that of the second war with England; 
from that war to the Mexican one; from 
the Mexican War to the Civil War and 
the two and one-half decades following the 
Civil War, while the civilian citizens of 
the country were building up its material 
resources and enjoying the profits there- 
from; the citizens in the Regular Army 
were not only protecting this material ad- 
vancement from the Indians, but gradually 
increasing the territory in which the civ- 
ilians could operate with safety, by de- 
creasing that in which the Indian was 
active. 

The long lists of combats with the In- 
dians, with the corresponding long lists of 
dead and wounded, contained in the rec- 
ords of all the older regiments of the Regu- 
lar Army show the price paid by the Regu- 
lar, year after year, to insure to the civ- 
ilian that peace which is the foundation 
of the material prosperity of our nation. 








THE ARMY AND DISARMAMENT 


RECENT issue of a national weekly 

publishes a table, which purports to 
contain the planks of the Democratic plat- 
form for the 1924 campaign. This, follow- 
ing a quotation from William H. Craw- 
ford, Democratic National Chairman, con- 
veys the impression that the table is an 
authoritative one. 

One of the planks is Speedy Demobiliza- 
tion of the Army . . . Disarmament 
eT 

That women, overcome by sentimentality 
to the extent of being unable to recog- 
nize or absorb facts, should make such a 
proposition is to be understood. That 
men, living so far above the present plane 
of the world as to fail utterly to compre- 
hend existing conditions, should have such 
a program in mind can be recognized as*a 
fact, though it is not readily understood. 

That those, who always, because of some 
form of cowardice, try to dodge the re- 
sponsibilities of life, should advocate such 
measures is to be expected. That the in- 
ternationalists, who find the carrying out 
of their program balked, because our peo- 
ple still insist on sticking to principles not 
acceptable to a large part of the world, 
should wish a means to open the road lead- 
ing to the breaking down of these prin- 
ciples is logical. That one of the great 
political parties of this country should 
seriously advocate any such ruinous meas- 
ure as a part of its platform for the com- 
ing campaign cannot be believed. 

The simplest examination of the conse- 
quences of any such act would seem to be 
sufficient to convince even a child first of 
the futility of any such measure as a 
means towards peace; and secondly of the 
grave danger to our institutions and to 
the lives and property of our people in- 
evitably following as a consequence. 


EMOBILIZE the Army and let the 
various Mexican forces, ranging from 
a small group of bandits to a force suffi- 
ciently large to be considered an army, 
cross our Southern border and do as they 
please. Villa raided Columbus, N.M., de- 
stroyed part of the town and killed a num- 
ber of its citizens. It is an open secret 
that the main reason for the mobilization 
of the National Guard of the country on 
the border in 1916 was the plan already 
prepared to invade Texas and seize and oc- 
cupy San Antonio. 
Demobilize the Army, and the next time 
the United States of Colombia has a griev- 


ance against ourselves, or would like to 
punish the Panama Republic, let them 
seize the Canal and keep it for their own 
use. 

Demobilize the Army and the Navy, and 
when the inevitable dispute arises out of 
recent court decision affecting Japanese 
residents of the United States, let the 
larger number of Japanese in the Ha- 
waiian Islands, practically all reservists, 
seize those islands as a first step towards 
righting the wrong the Japanese people 
conceive has been done their nationals, 

Then war inevitably having come let the 
Japanese fleet operate without fear or 
hindrance up and down the Pacific coast, 
shelling San Francisco and other towns, 
landing troops where they see fit and in- 
cidentally seizing the Panama Canal. 

Abolish the fleet, and the next time Mr, 
Hughes has a dispute with Mr. Tsitcherin 
let a small force of Bolshevik cruisers 
come over to our Atlantic seaboard to 
shell seaboard towns at will and destroy 
our shipping until we are ready to admit 
that Tsitcherin is right and our Secretary 
of State wrong. 

Abolish the Air forces of the Army and 
Navy and let the struggling aircraft in- 
dustry in this country entirely die, so 
that when aviation is finally developed to 
the point of being commercially valuable 
we will have to buy all our aircraft 
abroad, and, in the meantime, should we 
have a dispute with some first class Euro- 
pean power, say over shipping or debt 
payments, allow their aircraft to drop 
bombs on some of our cities until we be- 
come more reasonable. 

If the weekly in question has correctly 
quoted Mr. Crawford and Mr. Crawford 
has correctly stated the intention of the 
Democratic party to embody any such 
plank in its platform, the only conclusion 
which can be reached is that a considerable 
part of our people are well on the road to 
that madness inflicted by the gods on 
those whom they wish to destroy.

Promotions and 
Retirements 


OL. WILLIAM P. BURNHAM, Inf., 

U.S.A.. who retires from active service 
Jan. 10, 1924, on account of the age limit, 
after highly efficient services, served dur- 
ing the World War as a major general in 
the National Army from April 12, 1918, 
to July 2, 1919. As a reward for his dis- 
tinguished services. he was recommended 
by the Secretary of War on Jan. 2, 1924, 
for appointment as brigadier general to fill 
an existing vacancy. He has received num- 
erous testimonials for his efficient services 
both from officers of the Regular Army and 
National Guard, while an enlisted man 
and a commissioned officer in various fields 
of duty, including campaigns. At present 
he is the senior officer on the active list of 
the Regular Army, promoted from the 
ranks. Col. Burnham was born in Penn- 
sylvania Jan. 10, 1860, the son of an offi- 
cer of the Army, and was raised in the 
Army on the frontier of Texas, Arizona 
and New Mexico. He was a cadet at the 
U.S.M.A. from July 1, 1877, to June 30, 
1880. He entered the Regular Army as a 
private in the General Service April 26, 
1881, and received his first commission in 
1883. At the outbreak of the war with 
Spain, Col. Burnham, then a first lieuten- 
was elected lieutenant 





ant of Infantry, 

colonel of the 4th Infantry, National 
Guard of Missouri, and he served with 
that command until honorably mustered 


out in February, 1899. He reached the 
grade of colonel in the Regular Army in 
May, 1916. He was appointed a tempo- 
rary brigadier general in August, 1917. and 
a temporary major general in April, 1918. 
During the Philippine insurrection Col. 
3urnham, then a captain, served with the 
20th Inf., and was commended by Col. W. 
E. Dougherty for his services. He served, 
among other duties, as an instructor with 
the National Guard of various states and 
received numerous unsolicited testimonials 
for his services. During the World War 
Col. Burnham, among other duties, com- 
manded the 164th Infantry Brigade from 
its organization until he took over the en- 
tire 82d Division, which he led to France 
and commanded during the St. Mihiel and 
Meuse-Argonne offensives, securing tempo- 
rary promotion to the rank of major gen- 
eral and high praise from his corps com- 
mander, Gen. Liggett. His previously 
demonstrated tact and diplomatic ability 
caused his selection as delegate on the In- 


ter-Allied Military Commission to Greece 
late in 1918, and afterwards as mili- 
tary attaché at Athens. During 1914- 
1917, while in charge of the District of 
Porto Rico and the Porto Rico Regiment 
of Infantry Col. Burnham displayed firm- 
ness, tact, and good judgment in connec- 
tion with neutrality laws that prevented 
international complications and _ earned 
him the commendation of War Depart- 
ment representatives. His last post of 
duty was at San Franciseo, Calif. He 
served on the General Staff, and is a 
graduate of the Infantry and Cavalry 
School. He has written a number of 
books, including “Three Roads to a Com- 
mission in the U.S.A.,” “Manual of Out- 
post Duty” and “Advance and Rear 
Guards.” In referring to his book, “Three 
Roads to a Commission in the U.S.A.,” the 
ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL in its issue of 
April 29, 1898, said: “Lt. Burnbam has 
done excellent service in showing that the 
Army is not, as so many civilians believe, 
a refuge for drunkards and loafers, and 
that its ranks contain something besides 
the riff-raff of the country. The useful- 
ness of the volume is by no means confined 
to those who seek a commission. It con- 
tains information of which every intelli- 
gent American should be possessed.” Col. 
3urnham received the following decora- 
tions from foreign governments: The Brit- 
ish Companion of the Bath; the French 
Legion of Honor; the French Croix de 
Guerre with Palm and the Greek Medal 
for Valor. 


Co. ROY B. HARPER, Cav., U.S.A., 

upon his own request retired from 
active service Jan. 18, 1924, after more 
than 30 years’ service, was born in IIli- 
nois Aug. G, 1874, and was graduated from 
the U.S.M.A., in the class of June, 1897, 
when he was assigned to the Cavalry. Col. 
Harper, among. other duties, served in 
Cuba in 1899, and while a lieutenant in 
the 7th Cavalry served as A.D.C. to Gen. 
Chaffee, U.S.A., commanding the United 
States forces with the China Relief Expe- 
dition against the Boxers in 1900. He 
was recommended for the brevet of cap- 
tain by Gen. Cliaffee for his coolness un- 
der fire and fer his gallantry in battle. He 
took part in the battles of Yangtsun and 
Peking. the taking of the Imperial City. 
and the expedition against Pa-ta-Chow 
Temples. He subsequently, after serving 
in the United States, went to the Philip- 
pines in 1908, was on the Texas border, 
and was with the Punitive Expedition in 
Mexico, with the 12th Cavalry, in 1916. 
He served in The Adjutant General’s De- 
partment during the World War, being on 
duty ac the General Supply Depot, Chica- 
go, and at New Orleans.

The year 1923 has now passed into history. 
It will be recalled in the business world as a 
year which, on the whole, was satisfactory. 
The Federal Reserve Board in its annual review 
of economic conditions says that 1923 was 
characterized by large industrial output, prac- 
tically full employment, a sustained customers’ 
demand for goods, and a level of prices more 
stable than in any year since 1915. 

The peak of output was reached in May, fol- 
lowing which was a recession in industrial ac- 
tivity during the summer months accompanied 
by price declines. A revival in business came 
with the autumn, which brought the average 
for the year in production, employment and 
prices up to a high level. 


Prosperity in Industries and on Farms. 


The income of industrial workers was ap 
proximately 13 per cent. larger than in 1922. 
The total value of agricultural production was 
about $900,000,000 greater than in 1922. 

Retail trade was larger for every month 
of 1923 than of 1922, and department store 
sales exceeded those of the preceding year by 
about 13 per cent. Sales of mail order houses, 
representing chiefly purchases in rural commu- 
nities, increased by about 31 per cent. in 1923. 
More Automobiles, Busy Railroads, Much Gold. 

Automobile output for the year was in the* 
neighborhood of 4,000,000, an increase of some- 
thing more than 50 per cent. over 1922. Build- 
ing activity, which had been at a high level dur- 
ing 1922, reached a maximum in the spring of 
1923, and then slackened owing to the rapid 
advances in wages and cost of materials. Ac- 
tivity increased later in the year, and for the 
twelve months contracts awarded totaled more 
than for those of 1922. 

Railroad traffic established a new high record 
for the year. Car loadings were greater in 
every week of 1923 than in the corresponding 
week of 1922, and for the entire year the num- 
ber of cars loaded was about 15 per cent. 


‘greater than for the average of 1920-21-22, 


according to figures available at this time. 

The gold supply in the United States con- 
tinued to increase in 1923, despite predictions 
made at the beginning of the year to the effect 
that exports would exceed imports. The United 
States now has over $4,000,000,000 of gold. or 
more than one-half the world’s total. There 
was little credit expansion in 1923, the amount 
borrowed through the Federal Reserve System 
ranging from $1,000.000,000 to about $1,200.- 
000.000, or about the same amount required 
in the latter part of 1922. 


Business Outlook Good Despite Politics. 


Forecasts covering business conditions for 
1924 are in order at this time. Those that ate 
appearing are varied. but the general tenor 
predicts a reasonable degree of prosperity. Cer- 
tainly, there will be no occasion for a money 
shortage. The European financial, economic 
and political situation introduced a decidedly 
variable factor and make a definite conclusion 
difficult. 

Domestic politics also may bear some influ- 
ence in view of the fact that 1924 is a Presi- 
dential year, but this influence is not likely 
to be of such weight as to cause either pro- 
nounced depression or prosperity. 

Should business continue at about its present 
velocity stock market prices are likely to work 
higher. The farmer faces better times, and 
this is always interpreted as bullish in Wall 
Street. Bonds fluctuated but little during 1923, 
and the prospect of easy money rates and lower 
taxation mean higher levels in this field of in- 
vestment. All in all, the investor and business 
man can approach the new year with confidence 
and hopefulness.

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Coast Guard Longevity 


(Continued from page 449) 


ointed to the Naval Academy after said date 
rom counting their midshipman service at 
the Academy for longevity pay, such provision, 
either by direct application or by some process 
of assimilation or analogy, likewise imposed 
upon the officers of the Coast Guard appointed 
after March 4, 1913, a like prohibition against 
counting their services thereafter either as 
midshipmen at the Naval Academy or as ca- 
dets at their own Coast Guard Academy. It 
is certain that the provision of March 4, 1913 
(37 Stats. 891), has no such direct applica- 
tion. That provision is as follows: 

‘*Hereafter, the service of a midshipman 
at the United States Naval Academy, or that 
of a cadet of the United States Military Acad- 
emy, who hereafter may be appointed to the 
United States Naval Academy or to the United 
States Military Academy, shall not be counted 
in computing for any purpose the length of 
service of any officer in the Navy or the 
Marine Corps.”’ 


Law Did Not Exclude Coast Guard Academy 
Service. 


This provision, by its terms, prohibits the 
counting of such service as a cadet at the 
U.S. Military Academy or a midshipman at 
the U.S. Naval Academy, and has no reference 
to the service of a cadet at the Coast Guard 
Academy; and, by its terms, the officers who 
fall within its inhibition are officers in the 
Navy or the Marine Corps only, no reference 
being made to officers of the Coast Guard, 
There can be no extension of the terms of 
such a statute by implication. The terms of 
the provision have no application to officers 
of the Coast Guard or to any service at the 
Coast Guard Academy. Cadet midshipman 
service at the Naval Academy, as shown above, 
is and always has been service in the Navy, 
and by the same token cadet service at the 
Coast Guard Academy is and always has been 
service in the Coast Guard. 

The cadets of the Coast Guard Academy 
are by legislative declaration a part of the 
Coast Guard (Sec. 2, act of Jan. 28, 1915, 
and various subsequent enactments), and the 
principles of the decisions of the Supreme 
Court in respect of the cadets of the U.S. 
Military Academy and the midshipmen of the 
U.S. Naval Academy (cases cited supra and, 
in addition, U.S. v. Morton, 112 U.S. 1; U.S. 
vy. Watson, 130 U.S. 80) serves to establish 
the judicial determination that the Coast 
Guard cadets are an elemental part of the 
Coast Guard and their service as such is ser- 
vice in the Coast Guard. This being so, any 
regulation purporting to prohibit the counting 
of Coast Guard cadet service for longevity pay 
purposes, being in conflict with the statute 
and undertaking to diminish the pay and 
emoluments fixed by statute, would be without 
force and effect. Andrews v. U.S., 240 U.S. 
90; Glavey v. U.S., 182 U.S. 595; U.S. v. 
McDonald, 128 U.S. 471. It is true that the 
act of July 1, 1918 (40 Stats. 640) provides— 

‘*That cadets in the Coast Guard shall re- 

ceive the same pay and allowances as are 
now, or may hereafter be, provided by law 
for midshipmen in the Navy.’’ 
But that provision by its obvious terms has 
no reference to the post-cadet, or officer, status 
and none whatever to the computation of lon- 
gevity. 

Inasmuch, then, as cadet midshipman ser- 
vice at the Naval Academy is service in the 
Navy and inasmuch as service by a cadet. at 
the Coast Guard Academy is service in the 
Coast Guard, it must follow that, applying 
the express provision of the organic Coast 
Guard act, such service by Coast Guard offi- 
cers appointed to either of said Academies 
after March 4, 1913, should be included in 
their computation for longevity pay, unless 
and until legislation expressly exclude it from 
such computation, as was done in the case of 
officers of the Army, Navy and Marine Corps 
by the Hay provisions of Aug. 24, 1912, and 
of March 4, 1913 (37 Stat., 595; id, 891). 

Whatever the administrative practice and 
rulings may have been, we find nothing in any 
of the acts up to and including the act of 
May 18, 1920 (41 Stats. 603), legally suffi- 
cient, by way of assimilation to the Army, 
Navy or other Services, to import into Coast 
Guard law and service the prohibition of the 
Hay provisions. 

Nothing sufficient to that end appears in 
any of the acts establishing partial assimila- 
tion: Act of May 22, 1917 (40 Stats. 87); 
April 16, 1918 (40 Stats. 530); July 1, 1918 
(40 Stats. 704); May 18, 1920 (41 Stats. 
6038), and many other acts. Indeed, much is 
found in them to suggest the contrary. It is 
very doubtful if even express assimilation to 
the Navy in all respects as to rank and pay, 
including longevity, would be sufficient, if 
nothing more were said, to import into the 
Coast Guard such, a prohibition. 


Longevity Count Disturbed Only in Part. 


We think, and it is a reasonable inference 
from the recent decision in the Noce case, 
that the Court of Claims takes the view that 
the inhibitions in respect of cadet and mid- 
shipman service placed upon those officers of 
the Army and Navy appointed after the date 
of those _- prohibitions, are but excep- 
tions to the general rule that had uniformly 
obtained throughout the military Services 
from the earliest establishment of the right to 
longevity pay, and that the rule recognized 
for the Coast Guard was the rule that had 
obtained from the pone and until 1912 
and 19138 throughout the Army, Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps, and stil] obtained for all but the 
recent uates. 

It may be remembered that at the time of 
the enactment of the Coast Guard organic act, 
as well as in 1920, there was a keener appre- 
ciation of our National Defense Forces than 
had hitherto for a long time obtained, and a 
better knowledge of the venerable antecedent 
of the Coast Guard, an institution practically 
coeval with the nation and w ow military 
in character; for the Qoast Guard not, as 
the Government contends in its brief in the 
Noce case, ‘‘a part of the civil Government.’’ 


It is an ancient branch of the Government 
expressly declared by Oongress to be a part 
of the military forces of the United States. 

The act of May 18, 1920, . . . pro- 
vides in Sec. 11 thereof as follows: 

‘*That in lieu of compensation now pre- 
scribed by law, commissioned officers of the 
Coast and Geodetic Survey shall receive the 
same pay and allowances as now are or here- 
after may be prescribed for officers of the 
Navy with whom they hold relative rank as 
prescribed in the act of May 22, 1917, en- 
titled ‘An act to temporarily increase the com- 
missioned and warrant and enlisted strength 
of the Navy and Marine Corps, and for other 
purposes,’ including longevity; and all laws 
relating. to the retirement of commissioned 
officers of the Navy shall hereafter apply to 
commissioned officers of the Coast and Geodetic 
Survey:’’ 
and concludes said section with the following 
proviso: 

‘*Provided, That hereafter longevity pay for 
officers in the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, 
Coast Guard, Public Health Service and Coast 
and Geodetic Survey shall be based on the 
total of all service in any or all of said Ser-

vices, 
Considering Court of Claims Noce Decision. 


The Court of Claims in the Noce decision 
held that it was the purpose and effect of said 
act to repeal, in respect of cadet service at 
the U.S. Military Academy, the prohibition of 
1912 against counting for longevity pay such 
service rendered by those thereafter appointed 
to the Army. Doubtless the court would come 
to the same conclusion as to the like prohibi- 
tion of 1913 against midshipman service, but 
no case has yet been presented to the court 
to establish the law in respect of such service. 
The court in the Noce case took occasion to 
go into the history of the act of May 18, 
1920, and showed that it was plainly the pur- 
pose of Congress to re-establish the pre-exist- 
ing uniform rule and make it applicable to all 
the military Services by authorizing all offi- 
cers of all Services declared to be a part of 
the military forces of the United States to 
count all services rendered in any of said 
forces, including any cadet service, the court 
upon this point saying: 

‘*The section deals primarily with the Coast 
and Geodetic Survey, and gives them the pay 
and allowances prescribed for officers of the 
Navy ‘with whom they hold relative rank,’ as 
prescribed in the act of May 22, 1917, ‘in- 
cluding longevity.” In explanation of this sec- 
tion the managers on the part of the House 
reported ‘it also contains a proviso placing 
all the service on an equality in the matter of 
computation of longevity or service pay.’ 
There was an inequality of longevity pay of 
officers whose appointments as cadets were 
prior to 1912 and those whose appointments 
were subsequent to 1912. The service of e 
cadet appointed in 1911 could be counted for 
the purpose of longevity, but the service of a 
cadet appointed after the act of 1912 could 
not be counted for any purpose in computing 
his length of service. Section 11 provides for 
pay for officers in the Coast and Geodetic 
Survey by prescribing the same pay and al- 
lowances that are prescribed for the officers 
of the Navy with whom they hold relative 
rank, and this same distinction in longevity 
pay required by the act of 1912 in the case 
of Army officers is also required in the case 
of naval officers by the act of 1913 above 
mentioned, which fact would ultimately lead 
to confusion and inequality in the pay of the 
officers in the Coast and Geodetic Survey hold- 
ing relative rank.’’ 

It is our view that an officer of the Coast 
Guard appointed to the Naval Academy or to 
the Coast Guard Academy subsequently to 
March 4, 1913, is, and was, entitled to count 
his service as such cadet for the purpose of 
longevity pay by reason of the provisions of 
the organic act hereinbefore cited, and that if 
there could have been any question upon that 
point it has been set at rest by the act of 
May 18, 1920, and the reasoning of the court 
in the Noce decision construing that act. Your 
questions 2 and 3 are answered accordingly. 


Action to Uphold Rights of Coast Guard. 


As to your question 4: The Noce decision 
involves only the Hay provision of 1912, the 
question therein being as to whether an officer 
of the Army appointed to the Military Acad- 
emy after the provision of 1912 should by 
virtue of the act of May 18, 1920, be entitled 
after the passage of said act to count his 
cadet service in computing his longevity pay 
as an officer of the Army. The principle of 
the decision should, of course, be equally con- 
trolling of a construction in respect of the 
midshipman service; it is our view, however, 
in the light of the present administrative prac- 
tice, that the Government will feel at liberty 
to withhold the principle of the Noce decisio 
from application to the midshipman service, 
and may do so. 

In respect of the rights of Coast Guard 
officers, these distinguishing features may be 
stated: There is no express prohibition upon 
Coast Guard officers counting cadet service of 
any kind; indeed, it is expressly provided 
that all service shall be counted. The case 
of the Coast Guard officer’s right to count 
such service would find convincing confirma- 
tion in the act of May 18, 1920, for in his 
case there would be no question as to its re- 
pealing effect upon antecedent express prohibi- 
tions such as exist in the cadet and midship- 
man provisions of 1912 and 1913. 

The present attitude of the accounting offi- 
cers of the Treasury as to giving general ap- 
plication to a principle established by a test 
case would in our judgment make it advisable 
for all officers affected who intend to take 
action to prepare to file separate petitions, so 
that all cases may be erg 4 disposed of by 
the court in accordance with the general ruling 
in the test case, should such case be brought. 

Of course, you will understand that the 
above discussion has to do with officers al- 
ready in the Service before July 1, 1922, the 
effective date of the Joint Service Pay act, 
which establishes different rules as to lon- 
gevity pay for officers appointed on and after 
said date. ©
